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Grading 

Paramount  uses  the  numerical  grading  system  that  we  pioneered  nearly  two 
decades  ago.  Because  there  can  still  be  a significant  variance  in  perceived 
quality  between  two  coins  of  the  same  numerical  grade,  we  are  also  using  a “+” 
to  distinguish  a coin  at  the  “high  end”  of  a particular  numerical  classification. 
Thus  a coin  graded  “65+”  is  still  an  MS-65  coin  but  one  that  is  noticeably  better 
than  most  other  coins  that  also  technically  merit  the  65  grade.  It  is  not,  however, 
a 67  quality  coin  but  rather  a coin  at  the  top  of  the  65  scale  and  thus  worth  (to 
some  bidders)  a premium  over  a normal  65  specimen.  This  attempt  at  precision 
is  not  meant  to  confuse  but  instead  is  aimed  at  providing  the  bidder  with  the 
most  accurate  possible  numerical  depiction  of  the  state  of  preservation  of  the 
coin  being  described.  For  those  preferring  the  long  established  adjectival 
descriptions,  we  have  continued  to  provide  those  as  well  as  a numerical  grade.

Of  course,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  numbers  and  standard  adjectives, 
Paramount  gives  a description  that  focuses  on  the  factors  that  most  influence 
value,  i.e.  strike,  lustre,  color  and  noticeable  or  detracting  marks.  By  combining 
all  these  factors,  numerical  grade,  adjectival  grade,  and  verbal  description  we 
hope  to  have  presented  as  thorough  a picture  as  possible  of  the  coin’s  overall 
appearance  and  technical  state  of  preservation  so  that  the  potential  bidder  can 
effectively  determine  what  the  coin  being  described  is  worth  to  him.

As  a proof,  the  1875-S  Twenty  Cent  Piece  is  extremely  rare.  Only  12 
pieces  were  struck  to  mark  the  first  minting  of  this  denomination  at  the 
San  Francisco  Mint  and  today  only  6 or  7 can  be  traced,  all  of  which  are 
circulated,  impaired  or  have  problems  to  some  degree.

An  “old-time”  coin  that  has  not  been  on  the  market  for  nearly  four 
decades.  Although  not  quite  a gem  by  today’s  rigorous  standards  (pre-1983  it  would 
have  been  called  Gem  65  or  65+  by  everyone!),  this  piece  still  rates  as  one  of  the  nicest 
1845-0  Half  Dollars  that  we  have  seen.

Beautiful  medium  gray,  gold  and  russet  toning.  Very  Rare  in  this  grade, 
certainly  far  more  so  than  the  so-called  “common  dates”  of  the  No  Motto 
type.  This  specimen  ranks  as  one  of  the  three  finest  examples  of  the  date 
that  we  have  encountered.  (Color  Plate) 


151  1853,  Arrows  and  Rays,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Fully  struck  and  lustrous  with 

beautiful  warm  russet  and  gold  toning.  A very  popular  one-year-only  type  coin.

152.  1855-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Well  struck  except  for  a few  stars.  Superb  satiny 
surfaces  that  are  nearly  free  of  abrasions  or  hairlines.  Lustrous  and  totally  original 
with  beautiful  light  russet  toning. 
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153.  1858,  Choice  Proof  63+.  100%  full  strike  with  razor  sharp  detail  everywhere  and  a wire 
rim  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  Smokey  golden  toning  covers  some  faint  hairlines. 
Rare,  much  more  so  than  any  of  the  Half  Dollar  proofs  that  follow.  Breen  also  claims 
that  the  1858  Half  Dollar  is  rarer  in  proof  than  the  more  famous  Silver  Dollar  of  the 
same  date  as  well  as  any  of  the  smaller  denominations  of  1858.  Certainly  less  than  100 
pieces  were  struck  and  probably  not  even  half  of  those  (i.e.  less  than  50)  still  exist. 

154.  1859,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Boldly  struck  with  every  star  and  Liberty’s  head 
showing  full  detail.  Attractive  medium  russet  and  violet  obverse  toning;  light  gold  on 
the  reverse.  Ex  Auction  ’85  (Rarcoa),  Lot  220,  at  $1980.  (Plate) 


155.  1860,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A super  frosty,  fully  brilliant  and  well  struck  gem  with 
just  a trace  of  light  peripheral  toning.  A rare  date  that  is  seldom  seen  anywhere  near 
this  choice. 


156.  1861,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A fully  struck,  frosty  gem  with  exceptional  medium 
multicolored  toning.  One  small  abrasion  in  the  left  obverse  field  and  a tiny  milling 
mark  behind  the  eagle’s  neck  but  the  coin  is  otherwise  virtually  unmarked.  Very  few 
No  Motto  halves  can  equal  this  one  for  overall  quality  or  beauty.  (Color  Plate) 

157.  1861,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  One  of  the  most  sharply  struck  business  strike  Half 
Dollars  from  this  era  that  we  have  seen;  it  is  as  sharp  as  any  proof.  It  is  frosty  and 
“white”  with  just  a hint  of  light  gold  toning  and  rather  subdued  lustre.  (Plate)

160.  1866,  Gem  Proof  65.  Deep  russet,  blue,  greenish  gold  and  purple  toning.  Superbly 
struck  with  full  detail  and  a high  wire  rim.  A most  attractive  coin.  Only  725  proofs 
struck.  (Color  Plate) 

161.  1867,  Very  Choice  Proof  64.  A very  “flashy”  proof  with  a remarkably  bold  strike, 
exceptional  proof  brilliance  and  attractive  light  golden  toning.  Some  very  faint 
hairlines  in  the  fields.  Only  625  proofs  struck.  (Plate) 


VERY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1868  HALF  DOLLAR 


162.  1868,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Boldly  struck  with  semi-prooflike  fields,  full  lustre  and 
superb  natural  russet  toning.  Many  times  more  rare  in  this  condition  than  in  proof. 
Certainly  one  of  the  finest  known  business  strikes  of  this  date,  possibly  even  the 
finest.  Ex  Reed  Hawn  Collection  Sale  (Stack’s,  1973),  Lot  241,  where  it  was 
accurately  called  “A  sparkling  first  strike  gem”. 
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163.  1869,  Choice  Proof  63+.  As  sharply  struck  as  any  proof  Half  Dollar  could  be.  The 
edge  is  sharp  and  square  and  all  design  details  are  incredibly  bold.  The  toning  on  the 
coin  is  completely  original  and  truly  superb,  greenish  gold,  blue,  russet  and  violet  on 
the  obverse  and  mostly  russet  on  the  reverse  with  blue  and  violet  at  the  periphery. 
Therearesome  light  hairlines  underthe  toning  but  the  great  colorgives  this  coin  a lot 
of  “eye  appeal”.

Fully  struck  with  satiny  devices  and  deeply  mirrored,  albeit 
lightly  hairlined,  fields.  Radiant  golden  toning.  1039  proofs  struck.

176.  1884,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A marvelous,  original  coin  with  full  mint  lustre  and 
brilliance  and  just  a trace  of  golden  peripheral  toning.  The  radiant,  semi-prooflike 
surfaces  are  very  clean  and  unmarked;  in  fact,  the  reverse  is  nearly  perfect.  A very 
rare  date  in  this  grade;  only  5275  were  minted  and  proofs  are  seen  much  more  often 
than  business  strikes.  Ex  1974  M.A.N.A.  Convention  Sale  (Kagin’s),  Lot  1222,  earlier 
from  Stack’s  famous  Reed  Hawn  Collection  sale  where  the  coin  was  aptly  called  “a 
pristine  gem”.

177.  1886,  Gem  Proof  65.  Deep  multicolored  toning,  a blend  of  blue,  violet,  russet  and 
greenish  gold.  Very  sharply  struck  and  extremely  lustrous  under  the  toning.  Only 
886  proofs  struck  along  with  a mere  5000  business  strikes. 
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178.  1887,  Very  Choice  Proof  64.  A lovely  specimen  with  medium  iridescent  blue,  violet 
and  russet  toning.  Many  proofs  of  this  date  (and  other  halves  of  the  1880’s)  are 
weakly  struck  and  this  is  better  than  most  despite  a very  minor  weakness  on 
Liberty’s  head.  Excellent  “eye  appeal”  due  to  the  splendid  toning  and  full  proof 
lustre.  One  of  just  710  proofs  struck.

202.  1905,  Very  Choice  Proof  64.  Mottled  greenish  gold,  violet,  blue  and  russet  toning. 
Some  obverse  hairlines  but  the  reverse  is  simply  stunning;  it  is  virtually  perfect  from 
a quality  standpoint  and  has  magnificent  toning.  (Plate)

The 
surfaces  are  nearly  pristine  with  no  more  than  one  or  two  stray  (and  very  minor) 
hairlinesto  marthe  perfection.

218.  1919-D,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Clean,  satiny  surfaces  with  natural  medium 
russet  and  gray  toning.

Deeply  prooflike  with 
superb  natural  greenish  gold  and  violet  brown  peripheral  toning.  The 
coin  is  very  sharply  struck  and  the  lustrous  surfaces  are  very  clean  and 
virtually  free  of  contact  marks.  This  is  the  finest  example  of  this 
extremely  rare  date  that  we  have  ever  seen  or  heard  of.  Ex  Auction  ’84, 
Lot  737,  where  it  realized  $17,600. 

The  1851  has  been  recognized  as  one  of  the  rarest  regular  issue  U.S. 
Silver  Dollars  for  more  than  a century.  Only  1300  were  minted  for  circula- 
tion ( plus  a small  quantity  of  restrikes  from  different  dies  8-10  years  later) 
and  we  estimate  that  only  20-25  originals  still  exist  today  in  all  grades. 
From  the  standpoint  of  total  number  of  pieces  known,  it  is  our  opinion 
that  the  1851  is  the  rarest  regular  issue  U.S.  Silver  Dollar,  more  rare  than 
the  lower  mintage  1 852  and  several  times  as  rare  as  the  popular  1 794.  Of 
course,  it  is  also  far  more  rare  than  any  Morgan  Dollar  including  the 
1892-S,  1893-S  and  1895.

RARE  1855  PROOF  SILVER  DOLLAR 


243.  1855,  Choice  Proof  63.  Fully  struck  with  incredible  detail  on  Miss  Liberty, 
the  eagle  and  obverse  stars.  The  mirrorfields  have  great“depth”  and  the 
coin  is  very  brilliant  with  iust  a touch  of  light  golden  toning.  There  are  a 
couple  of  gouges  on  Liberty’s  upraised  arm  as  well  as  some  light 
hairlines  and  contact  marks  in  the  fields  but  the  overall  appearance  of  the 
coin  is  really  much  better  than  many  proofs  of  this  period  that  we  have 
seen.  Like  all  pre-1858  proofs,  the  1855  Silver  Dollar  in  proof  is  rare, 
although  it  is  seen  more  often  than  the  small  silver  proofs  of  the  same 
date.  We  consider  it  to  be  Low  R-5  meaning  that  only  50-60  pieces 
survive  out  of  an  unknown  (80-100  pieces?)  mintage. 


VERY  RARE  PROOFLIKE  1857  DOLLAR 


244.  1857,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Fully  prooflike.  A bit  softly  struck  on  the  head  and 
stars  but  very  sharp  elsewhere.  (The  softness  noted  is  characteristic  of  every 
prooflike  business  strike  1857  we  have  seen  and  almost  all  business  strikes  of  this 
date  are  prooflike.)  This  coin  has  exceptional  lustre  and  brilliance  with  just  a hint  of 
light  gold  and  lilac  toning.  A few  faint  hairlines  and  bagmarks  are  visible  but  nearly  all 
the  apparent  “hairlines”  on  the  reverse  are  actually  raised  die  scratches  instead. 
Definitely  one  of  the  better  business  strike  1 857  Silver  Dollars  that  we  have  seen  and 
really  very  rare  like  this. 
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245.  1859,  Very  Choice  Proof  64.  Beautiful  light  russet,  violet  and  blue  toning  near  the 
periphery  with  lighter  gold  in  the  center.  Fully  struck  and  lustrous  with  highly 
reflective  mirror  fields  and  satiny  devices.  T wo  small  nicks  in  the  reverse  field  above 
the  eagle’s  head  but  the  surfaces  of  the  coin  are  otherwise  unusually  clean  for  a proof 
Silver  Dollar  of  this  era. 

Reportedly  800  proofs  were  struck  but  the  1859  proof  Dollar  is  so  much  rarer  than 
this  relatively  high  number  would  imply  that  it  is  likely  that  either  the  reported 
mintage  is  incorrect  or  that  most  of  the  mintage  was  later  melted. 


246.  1859,  Choice  Proof  63.  Razor  sharp  strike,  fully  frosted  devices  and  deep  mirror 
fields.  Beautiful  light  russet  peripheral  toning,  pale  gold  elsewhere.  Scratch  in 
reverse  field  below  TED  and  a few  light,  scattered  hairlines  on  both  obverse  and 
reverse. Rare;  probably  only  150-200  proofs  of  this  date  can  still  be  accounted  for. 


247.  1859-0,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  Deeply  prooflike  fields  and  satiny  devices. 
Generally  very  sharply  struck  except  for  a little  lack  of  definition  on  the  highest 
points  of  Liberty’s  hair  and  a few  of  the  topmost  stars.  Light  to  medium  golden  brown 
toning  with  a few  iridescent  highlights.  Much  nicer  than  the  baggy,  frosty  coins 
released  by  the  T reasury  in  the  early  1 960’s. 
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248.  1860,  Proof  60+.  Deep  golden  toning.  Much  sharper  and  more  like  a proof  in 
appearance  than  most  proof  1 860  Dollars  we  have  seen  which  are  sometimes  difficult 
to  tell  from  business  strikes.  This  coin  has  quite  a few  light  hairlines  in  the  fields  as  well 
as  some  rubbing  on  the  highest  points  of  Liberty.  One  of  1330  proofs  struck. 


VERY  RARE  GEM  MINT  STATE  1866  SILVER  DOLLAR 


249.  1866,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A bit  soft  on  Liberty’s  head  and  the  upper- 
most stars  but  very  sharply  struck  elsewhere.  Highly  lustrous,  semi- 
prooflike surfaces  and  just  a hint  of  pale  russet  toning.  A stray  hairline  or 
two  but  absolutely  no  bag  marks  or  abrasions,  not  even  tiny  microscopic 
ones.  Obviously,  this  coin  was  carefully  preserved  and  protected  from 
the  very  day  it  was  minted. 

Only  49,625  1866  Motto  Silver  Dollars  were  struck,  a figure  which 
included  725  proofs.  Today,  business  strikes  are  very  rare  while  proofs, 
which  were  meant  to  be  saved,  are  encountered  with  regularity.  The 
finest  1866  Dollar  is  the  incomparable  Jimmy  Hayes  specimen  which 
sold  in  1985  for  a record  $31 ,900.  A piece  in  the  personal  collection  of  a 
well  known  Florida  dealer  is  the  second  finest  and  the  beautifully  toned 
piece  in  Auction  86  was  the  third  finest.  This  piece,  then,  is  the  fourth 
finest  1866  Silver  Dollar  known  to  us  and  we  feel  that  it  should  realize 
close  to  $10,000.  (Color  Plate) 


VERY  RARE  AND  CHOICE  1867  SILVER  DOLLAR 


250.  1867,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Mostly  prooflike  but  with  light  patches  of  mint 
frost.  Very  sharply  struck  and  fully  lustrous  with  russet  toning  only  in  the  denticles 
and  on  the  rim  and  milling  (probably  from  being  inanalbum).A  few  tiny  bag  marks 
here  and  there  but  nothing  worth  special  mention.  A very  rare  date  in  this  grade.  In 
our  experience  it  is  more  rare  than  the  comparable  mintage  1866  in  mint  state  and 
by  far  rarer  than  the  1868  or  1869.  We  cannot  recall  ever  seeing  a finer  business 
strike  1867  Silver  Dollar  than  this  one. 
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CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1869  DOLLAR 


251 . 1869,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A fully  prooflike,  boldly  struck  example  of  this 
rare  date  with  superb  lustre  and  beautiful  delicate  golden  brown  toning.  The 
obverse  has  a few  light  marks  and  hairlines;  the  reverse,  on  the  other  hand,  is  nearly 
superb  and  easily  grades  MS-65+  or  better.  Not  nearly  as  rare  a date  as  the  1866  or 
1867  just  offered  but  still  very  scarce,  if  not  rare,  in  this  grade.  The  only  superior 
example  we  have  seen  in  recent  years  was  the  coin  in  our  session  of  Auction  ’86  that 
realized  $7425.  (Color  Plate) 


252.  1870-CC,  Uncirculated  60.  Sharply  struck  and  fully  proof  I ike  with  attractive  natural 
violet  and  gold  toning.  A number  of  light  bag  marks  (mostly  on  the  obverse),  none  of 
which  are  prominent.  With  only  12,462  minted,  the  1870-CC  is  obviously  very 
scarce  in  any  condition  and  in  mint  state  it  is  definitely  rare. 


253.  1872,  Very  Choice  Proof  64.  Medium  iridescent  toning,  predominantly  golden 
brown.  Fully  struck  and  deeply  mirrorlike.  Without  impairment  or  flaw  except  for 
some  very  faint  hairlines  that  are  almost  entirely  “hidden”  by  the  toning.  One  of  950 
proofs  struck. 
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254.  1873,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Last  year  of  type  and  a much  rarer  date  than 
such  issues  as  1859-0, 1860-0, 1870,  1871  and  1872.  Subdued  but  relatively  mark 
free  surfaces.  Well  struck  with  very  frosty  surfaces  and  attractive  medium  golden 
toning.  The  reverse  is  especially  nice  and  is  actually  gem  quality. 


255.  1878,  8 Tailfeathers,  Choice  Proof  63+.  A very  attractive  proof  with  full  proof 
brilliance,  a very  bold  strike  and  beautiful  medium  gold  and  russet  toning.  Some 
very  faint  hairlines  in  the  fields  and  on  the  cheek  are  noticeable  only  on  close 
inspection. 

While  not  as  rare  as  either  of  the  two  7 Tailfeathers  proofs,  the  1878  8 Tailfeathers 
is  still  much  rarer  than  any  of  the  other  Morgan  Dollar  proofs  from  1879-1904 
including  the  vaunted,  high  priced  1895.

Third  reverse  with  slanted  top 
arrow  feather  and  convex  (rounded)  breast.  The  rarest  of  the  three  1878 
proof  Morgans,  indeed,  the  rarest  proof  of  the  entire  series  except  for 
possibly  the  1921 . This  piece  is  nearly  in  the  Choice  category  (a62  if  we 
used  that  grade)  and  has  a rather  minimal  number  of  light  hairlines  in  the 
fields.  It  is  “all-brilliant”,  i.e.  with  little  or  no  frosting  of  the  head  and  eagle, 
but  this  is  typical  of  proof  Morgan  Dollars  of  the  period.  Light  russet  and 
gold  toning  enhances  the  overall  appearance. 


PRISTINE  AND  SUPERBLY  TONED  1879  PROOF  DOLLAR 


257.  1879,  Superb  Proof  69.  A truly  unbelievable  coin  of  awesome  beauty  and 
quality.  It  is  fully  struck  with  absolutely  flawless  fields  and  devices  and 
medium  multicolored  iridescent  toning  that  defies  adequate  verbal 
description.  Thisisacoinfor  the  collector  that  both  wants  and  is  willing 
to  pay  the  price  for  perfection  and  beauty. 

Note:  This  is  the  very  first  appearance  on  the  numismatic  market  of 
this  particular  coin.  1 1 was  obtained  by  the  consignor  nearly  30  years  ago 
from  the  grandson  of  the  man  who  originally  purchased  a complete  1879 
Proof  set  from  the  Mint  in  1879.  (The  Trade  Dollar  appears  later  in  this 
session.)  When  the  consignor  obtained  it  in  the  late  1950’s,  this  Dollar 
was  still  carefully  wrapped  in  the  original  mint  papers  which  undoubt- 
edly gave  the  coin  its  remarkable  rainbow  of  color.  A very  special  coin.

Incredibly  beautiful  multicolored  toning,  a blend  of 
greenish  gold,  blue,  violet  and  russet.  The  obverse  has  a few  light  hair- 
lines, mostly  in  front  of  the  face,  but  the  reverse  is  just  fabulous  and  nearly 
perfect.  The  toning  is  what  sets  this  coin  above  and  apart  from  most 
known  proof  1879  Dollars;  it  really  must  be  seen  to  be  fully  appreciated.

259.  1879,  Choice  Proof  63.  Pale  golden  toning  with  darker  golden  brown  and  russet  at 
the  border.  Faint  hairlines  in  the  fields  but  the  all-important  cheek  is  perfectly  clean.

260.  1879-CC,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Perfect  mintmark.  Sharply  struck  and  fully  prooflike 

with  mottled  medium  russet,  gold  and  violet  toning.  The  obverse  has  light  to  medium 
bagmarks;  the  reverse  is  especially  attractive  and  has  relatively  few  marks. 

261.  1879-CC,  Uncirculated  60+.  Perfect  mintmark.  Cameo  prooflike  with  deep  mirror 
surfaces  (especially  on  the  reverse)  and  frosted  head  and  eagle.  Lightly  mottled  pale 
russet  toning.  Moderate  to  heavy  bagmarks  on  the  obverse,  relatively  lew  on  the 
reverse.  Scarce  date. 

262.  1879-0,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64,  boldly  struck  with  superb  satiny  lustre  and 
beautiful  light  russet  toning;  1884,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64,  fantastic  sea  green 
and  reddish  gold  toning,  sharp  strike,  would  probably  qualify  as  a full  gem  except  for 
a tiny  scuff  under  toning  in  obverse  field.  Two  pieces. 
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263.  1880,  Gem  Proof  65.  A gem  despite  one  tiny  horizontal  hairline  on  the  cheek.  Superb 
proof  lustre  and  brilliance  and  outstanding  russet  peripheral  toning.  Great  “eye 
appeal”.  One  of  1355  proofs  struck. 


264.  1883,  Choice  Proof  63+.  Cloudy  medium  golden  brown  toning.  Very  light  hairlines  in 
the  fields.  1039  proofs  struck. 


VERY  RARE  1883  HAWAIIAN  DOLLAR  IN  PROOF 


265.  1883,  Hawaii,  Proof  60+.  Deep  mirror  fields  and  brilliant  (not  highly 
frosted)  devices.  Attractive  light  to  medium  golden  toning.  Some  light 
hairlines  and  tiny  contact  marks  in  the  fields  but  nothing  especially 
detracting  and  the  overall  appearance  is  really  quite  pleasing. 

The  1883  Hawaiian  Silver  Dollar  with  a bust  of  King  Kaiakaua  I on  the 
obverse  and  the  Hawaiian  coat-of-arms  on  the  reverse  is  rare  in  mint  state 
and  a major  rarity  in  proof.  Relatively  few  specimens  are  known  and  this  is 
reflected  m the  1987  Redbook  listing  of  $17,500  for  a proof  ( presumably  of 
gem  quality).  This  piece,  while  obviously  not  a gem,  is  still  very  attractive 
and  desirable  and  should  realize  a mid  to  high  four  figure  price. 
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266.  1885,  Gem  Proof  65.  A superb  glittering  proof  specimen,  totally  brilliant  with  just  a 
hint  of  light  golden  toning  around  the  periphery.  Acquired  from  B.  Max  Mehl  in  the 
1940’s  as  a “Gem  Brilliant  Proof”  for  $10.50,  a premium  price  at  the  time.  Only  930 
proofs  struck. 

267.  Three  (3)  Morgans  including  1885-CC,  1885-S  and  1888-S.  The  1885-CC  grades 
Choice  Uncirculated  63,  the  other  two  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  The  1888-S  has 
beautiful  reddish  gold  toning;  the  two  1885  dated  coins  are  fully  brilliant.  Three  pieces. 


BEAUTIFUL  1886  PROOF  DOLLAR 


268.  1886,  Gem  Proof  65+.  Deep  russet  and  violet  toning  highlighted  with  greenish  gold 
and  blue.  A few  very  faint  hairlines  (including  one  vertical  one  on  Liberty’s  cheek)  are 
noticeable  on  close  inspection  but  the  overall  quality  and  “eye  appeal”  of  this 
completely  original  coin  are  truly  exceptional.  886  proofs  were  minted  but  few  of  the 
survivors  compare  favorably  to  this  coin.  (Color  Plate) 


269.  1886,  Gem  Proof  65.  Smoky  gray,  lilac,  gold  and  blue  toning,  somewhat  irregular  on 
the  obverse,  uniform  and  especially  attractive  on  the  reverse.  Super  lustre  under  the 
toning.  A faint  hairline  or  two  on  the  obverse  but  the  reverse  is  pristine.  A really 
lovely  coin.

270.  1886,  Choice  Proof  63.  Deep  multicolored  iridescent  toning,  predominantly  russet 
with  blue,  violet  and  greenish  gold  highlights.  Rim  bruise  below  date  and  some  fine 
hairlines  in  the  fields.  The  color,  although  quite  pretty,  is  probably  not  “original”.

271 . 1888-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  prooflike  with  radiant  lustre  and  beautiful  light 
golden  toning.  Only  a few  minute,  widely  scattered  bagmarks  as  well  as  the  “roller 
marks”  that  are  seen  on  most  prooflike  examples  of  this  date. 


272.  1889,  Very  Choice  Proof  64.  Beautiful  pale  golden  obverse  toning  with  deeper  russet, 
lilac  and  violet  toning  at  the  rim.  The  reverse  is  much  more  deeply  toned,  mostly 
medium  russet  but  with  deep  violet  and  blue  at  the  rim.  Some  light  hairlines  in  the 
fields  and  one  spot  in  front  of  Liberty’s  neck.  One  of  81 1 proofs  struck. 

273.  1889-0,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64,  very  sharply  struck  for  the  date  with  most  of  the 
hair  above  the  ear  and  nearly  all  the  eagle’s  breast  feathers  well  defined,  frosty  and  fully 
lustrous  with  very  light  peripheral  toning;  1923-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64,  dark, 
irregular  gold  and  tarnish  type  toning  with  some  multicolored  highlights  at  the  rim, 
better  strike  than  most,  it’s  hard  to  tell  but  there  seems  to  be  very  few  marks  under  the 
unusual  (but  natural)  toning.  Two  pieces. 

274.  Three  (3)  choice  mint  state  Morgan  Dollars  including  1889-S,  1890-0,  and  1890-S. 
The  1889-S  is  Choice  Uncirculated  63  with  a sharp  strike,  full  lustre  and  beautiful 
peripheral  toning.  The  1890-0  is  Choice  Uncirculated  63+  with  an  above  average 
strike,  super  lustre  and  full  original  brilliance.  The  1890-S  is  the  nicest  coin  of  the  lot, 
a virtual  gem  grading  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64+.  It  has  a full  strike,  satiny 
surfaces  and  russet  peripheral  toning  highlighted  with  violet  and  blue.  Three  pieces. 

275.  A group  of  four  (4)  Morgan  Dollars  including  the  following  dates:  1889-S,  1890-0, 
1891-CC  and  1903.  The  1891-CC  grades  Choice  Uncirculated  63+,  the  other  three 
are  all  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  The  1889-S  has  light  greenish  gold  toning,  the 
rest  are  fully  brilliant.  Four  pieces. 
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276.  A group  of  three  (3)  mint  state  Morgan  Dollars  including  1890-0,  1893  and  1896-S. 
The  1 896-S  is  just  short  of  MS-63  (a  62  perhaps  because  of  light  bagging  on  the  face) 
but  has  a great  strike  and  lustre.  The  1 890-0  and  1 893  are  full  MS-63  and  both  have 
very  attractive  natural  toning.  Three  pieces. 

277.  1891-CC,  Choice  Uncirculated  63,  frosty,  average  strike,  unusual  but  attractive 
medium  russet,  gray  and  blue  green  toning;  1892-CC,  Choice  Uncirculated  63,  well 
struck  with  full  mint  frost  and  lustre,  superb  greenish  gold  peripheral  toning;  and 
1892-0,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+,  lustrous,  satiny  surfaces,  better  than  average 
strike,  light  golden  toning,  reverse  rim  nick.  Three  pieces.

278.  1892,  Gem  Proof  65.  Fully  struck,  which  isoften  not  the  case  with  proofs  of  this  date. 
Attractive  but  slightly  cloudy  light  golden  brown  toning.  The  few  hairlines  present 
are  extremely  faint  and  barely  noticeable  under  the  toning.  Very  attractive  overall 
appearance.  One  of  1245  proofs  struck.  Although  this  mintage  fiqure  is  one  of  the 
highest  of  the  series,  proofs  of  this  date  always  bring  a substantial  premium  due  to 
the  overall  rarity  and  desirability  of  the  date. 

279.  1893,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+,  frosty  and  well  struck,  light  golden  toning,  only  a few 
light  bagmarks;  1897-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63,  semi-prooflike,  a trace  of  pale 
golden  toning;  and  1898-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63,  light  peripheral  toning,  very 
sharply  struck  and  fully  frosty.  Three  pieces. 


EXCEPTIONAL  1894  PROOF  DOLLAR 


280.  1894,  Gem  Proof  65.  An  exceptionally  beautiful  proof  with  a satiny  head 
and  eagle,  deep  mirror  fields  and  a full  strike.  The  toning  is  just  fabulous, 
pale  gold  in  the  centers  turning  first  to  russet,  then  violet  and  finally 
electric  blue  at  the  rims.  One  of  the  most  attractive  survivors  of  the  original 
972  proof  mintage.  (Color  Plate) 
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VERY  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1894-0  DOLLAR 


281.  1894-0,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Way  above  average  strike  for  this  typically 
weak  issue  with  considerable  hair  detail  over  the  ear  and  at  least  some  of  the  eagle’s 
breast  feathers  visible.  Excellent  lustre  and  just  a few  very  minor  bagmarks.  A very 
rare  date  in  this  grade. 

282.  1894-0,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Lustrous  and  frosty  with  attractive  golden  peri- 
pheral toning.  Betterthan  average  strike  for  the  date  but  still  a bitsoftabove  Liberty’s 
ear  and  on  the  eagle’s  breast.  Scarce. 


283.  1895-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Semi-prooflike  with  radiant  lustre  and  attractive 
russet  peripheral  toning.  Scattered  light  bagmarks,  mostly  on  the  obverse.  Excellent 
“eye  appeal”. 


284.  1895-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A second  choice  mint  state  example  of  this  very 
scarce  date.  It  is  not  quite  as  sharp  or  as  “flashy”  as  the  preceding  lot  but  it  is  still  very 
nice  with  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces,  light  golden  toning  and  only  very  light 
bagmarks. 
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285.  1896-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A sharply  struck,  frosty  specimen  with 
irregular  golden  brown  toning  and  a few  very  minor  bagmarks.  A scarce  date  that  is 
very  hard  to  find  in  true  gem  condition.  (Plate) 

286.  1896-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63,  irregular  but  attractive  lilac  and  golden  brown 
toning;  1897-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64,  super  lustrous  with  light  golden 
toning,  really  a borderline  gem.  Two  pieces. 

287.  1897-0,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Very  sharply  struck  for  the  date  with  full  frosty  mint 
lustre.  Pale  gold  toning  with  patches  of  darker  russet  at  the  borders. 

288.  A group  of  four  (4)  very  nice  Morgans  including:  1897-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated 
64,  sharp  and  lustrous,  light  toning;  1899-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63,  frosty, 
peripheral  toning  on  obverse;  1900-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65,  satiny  surfaces,  superb 
gold  and  russet  toning;  and  1900-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63,  a trace  of  light  gold 
toning.  Four  pieces. 

289.  A group  of  four  (4)  Dollars  including  1899-S,  1900-S,  1902-S,  and  1921  Peace.  All  the 
coins  are  Unc  63  or  64  with  the  Morgans  all  having  peripheral  toning.  The  1900-S  is 
prooflike  and  the  1921  is  sharper  struck  than  most.  Four  pieces. 

290.  1903-0,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  Blazing  mint  lustre,  nearly  pristine  satiny  surfaces 
and  just  a hint  of  pale  golden  toning. 

RARE  GEM  MINT  STATE  1903-S  DOLLAR 


291.  1903-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A beautiful  satiny  specimen  with  only  a few  trivial 
bagmarks  (mostly  on  the  reverse,  the  obverse  is  nearly  pristine)  and  superb  light 
russet  toning.  An  exceptional  example  of  this  rare  issue.  (Color  Plate) 

292.  1904,  Choice  Proof  63.  Light  golden  toning  and  very  brilliant  proof  surfaces.  Light 
hairlines  are  widely  scattered  throughout  the  fields.  One  of  only  650  proofs  minted.

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294.  1904-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Frosty  and  well  struck  with  just  a trace  of  light 
toning.  Scarce  date.  (Plate) 


VERY  RARE  1921  PROOF  MORGAN  DOLLAR 


295.  1921,  Morgan,  Gem  Proof  65+.  The  so-called  “Farran  Zerbe”  proof  and  the 
finest  such  specimen  we  have  seen.  It  is  better  made  than  most  and  while 
perhaps  not  up  to  the  standards  of  pre-1 904  proofs,  it  is  of  a caliber  that  no 
one  would  reasonably  doubt  its  legitimacy  as  a true  proof.  The  fields  are 
mirrorlike  with  some  depth,  the  strike  is  very  bold  (when  compared  to 
1921  Morgan  business  strikes)  and  the  coin  has  a soft  golden  glow  to  it. 
The  surfaces  are  nearly  pristine  and  one  must  look  very  closely  to  find 
even  the  most  trivial  of  hairlines.  Very  Rare;  although  the  exact  number 
struck  is  unknown  it  has  been  reported  by  some  to  have  been  as  low  as  20 
pieces  and  by  others  to  have  been  as  high  as  200.  Both  these  levels  seem 
extreme  to  us  based  on  the  number  we  have  encountered  and  the  truth,  as 
it  usually  does,  probably  lies  somewhere  between.  (Color  Plate)

RARE  1875  TYPE  ONE  PROOF  TRADE  DOLLAR 


296.  1875,  Gem  Proof  65.  Type  I.  Golden  brown  peripheral  toning,  fully  brilliant  in  the 
centers.  This  type  is  quite  a bit  different  from  the  normal,  common  Type  II  in  that  the 
reverse  has  a berry  below  the  eagle’s  claw  and  the  wing  tip  does  not  touch  the 
second  arrow  shaft.  This  Type  I is  much  more  rare  than  the  Type  II.  Walter  Breen 
estimates  that  perhaps  less  than  200  T ype  I’s  were  struck  making  it  by  far  the  rarest 
proof  Trade  Dollar  from  1873-1883.  This  may  well  be  the  finest  known  example.

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297.  1877,  Choice  Proof  63.  Deep  mirror  surfaces  that  are  fully  brilliant  with  delicate 
russet  toning.  Lightly  hairlined  obverse,  borderline  gem  reverse.  The  rarest  date 
proof  T rade  Dollar  from  1873-1883;  only  510  proofs  were  struck. 


298.  1878,  Gem  Proof  65.  Beautiful  medium  russet  and  violet  toning  with  electric  blue  at 
the  periphery.  Only  900  Trade  Dollars  were  struck  in  1878,  all  in  proof.  In  our 
experience  this  date  is  much  more  rare  than  any  of  the  other  proof-only  issues  from 
1879-1883.  (Color  Plate) 


INCREDIBLE  1879  TRADE  DOLLAR 


299.  1879,  Superb  Proof  67+.  From  the  same  original  proof  set  as  the  first  1879 
Morgan  Dollar  offered  earlier  and  of  almost  equal  quality.  It  is  virtually 
perfect  in  all  respects  and  has  superb  light  to  medium  iridescent  blue, 
russet  and  pale  gold  toning.  This  coin  has  never  before  been  on  the 
numismatic  marketand  was  obtained  by  theconsignoroveraquarterof  a 
century  ago  directly  from  the  family  that  had  purchased  it  from  the  Mint  in 
1879!  Without  question  it  is  one  of  the  finest,  most  beautiful  proof  T rade 
Dollars  of  any  date  that  we  have  handled.  Only  1541  1879  Trade  Dollars 
were  struck,  all  in  proof.  (Color  Plate) 
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SUPERBLY  TONED  1879  TRADE  DOLLAR 


300.  1879,  Gem  Proof  65+.  A second  fantastic  1 879  proof  T rade  Dollar  that  is  very  nearly 
the  equal  of  the  preceding  coin.  It  is  a superbly  toned,  original  specimen  with 
exceptional  brilliance  and  lustre,  deep  mirrorfieldsand  flawless,  satiny  devices.  The 
obverse  is  lighter  color  than  the  reverse,  very  pale  gold  in  the  center  blending  to 
medium  russet,  violet,  blue  and  greenish  gold  at  the  border.  The  reverse  is  a uniform 
medium  russet  in  the  center  with  greenish  gold,  blue  and  violet  near  the  rim.  Superb 
“eye  appeal”. (Color  Plate) 


301 . 1879,  Gem  Proof  65.  A third  outstanding  example  of  this  popular  proof-only  issue.  It 
is  fully  struck  and  deeply  mirrorlike  and  has  superb  light  to  medium  russet  and 
gold  toning. 

302.  1879,  Choice  Proof  63.  Lightly  hairlined  but  essentially  free  of  marks  or  abrasions. 
Very  brilliant  overall  with  attractive  light  reddish  gold  toning.  (Plate) 


GEM  PROOF  1880  TRADE  DOLLAR 


303.  1880,  Gem  Proof  65.  Beautiful  light  golden  toning,  flawless  satiny  devices  and 
nearly  pristine  deep  mirror  fields.  Exceptional  brilliance  and  “eye  appeal”.  One  of 
1 987  proof  T rade  Dollars  struck  in  1 880. 
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304.  1880,  Choice  Proof  63+.  An  attractive  coin  with  delicate  golden  brown  toning  and 
full  proof  brilliance.  Absolutely  no  marks  or  abrasions,  just  a few  very  faint  hairlines. 


305.  1880,  Choice  Proof  63.  Fully  brilliant  and  mirrorlike  with  just  a trace  of  light  golden 
toning.  Light  to  moderate  hairlines  on  the  obverse,  very  few  on  the  reverse. 


306  1881,  Very  Choice  Proof  64.  Superb  russet  and  blue  green  toning,  quite  deep  on  the 
reverse  (and  exceptionally  beautiful!)  and  lighter  on  the  obverse,  particularly  in  the 
upper  left  quadrant.  A few  faint,  scattered  hairlines  are  obscured  by  the  toning  A 
proof-only  issue,  of  which  just  960  were  struck.

A superbly  toned  gem  proof  with  medium  russet  the  dominant 
color  and  deep  purple  and  blue  at  the  border.  The  deeply  mirrored  fields  and  satiny 
devices  have  only  a few  faint  hairlines,  and  one  must  inspect  the  coin  very  closely  to 
see  even  those  because  they  are  obscured  by  the  beautiful  toning.  A proof-only  date, 
one  of  just  1097  struck.  (Color  Plate) 

308.  1883,  Choice  Proof  63.  A fully  brilliant  specimen  with  some  light  hairlines  in  the 
fields.  A proof-only  date;  979  were  struck.  (Plate) 

309.  1883,  Choice  Proof  63.  Light  russet  toning  with  some  multicolored  iridescence 
around  the  stars  and  date.  The  obverse  looks  as  though  it  may  have  been  lightly 
cleaned  at  one  time  but  the  reverse  is  very  choice  and  attractive  and  the  coin  really 
has  only  a few  very  light  hairlines  overall.  (Plate)

ORIGINAL  TONED  1936  PROOF  SET 


310.  1936  Proof  Set  consisting  of  the  One  Cent  through  Fifty  Cents.  An  original 
set  that  has  been  in  a Wayte  Raymond  holder  since  the  early  1940’s  (and 
in  the  same  collection  since  that  time  as  well).  All  of  the  coins  grade  at 
least  Gem  Proof  65  and  are  beautifully  toned.  The  Half  has  a couple  of 
light  slide  marks,  the  Cent  a few  spots.  The  Nickel  (brilliant,  Type  II),  Dime 
and  Ouarter  are  absolutely  superb.  Five  pieces.

325.  Complete  144  piece  U.S.  Commemorative  Half  Dollar  collection  includ- 
ing the  Lafayette  Dollar  and  the  Isabella  Quarter.  A considerably  above 
average  quality  set  with  the  majority  of  the  coins  grading  in  the  Choice 
Uncirculated  63  range.  A few  of  the  coins  are  AU  or  Unc-60  and  have  been 
cleaned  and  consequently  hairlined.  These  include  the  Lincoln,  Iowa, 
Missouri,  Panama-Pacific,  Sesqui,  both  Columbian  Exposition  Halves, 
the  1938-D  Boone  and  the  Isabella  Quarter.

It  is  a rare  occasion  indeed  when  a complete  144  piece 
set  is  offered  as  a single  lot  at  public  auction,  especially  one  whose  overall 
quality  is  as  nice  as  this  one’s.  Careful  inspection  is  strongly  recom- 
mended since,  in  addition  to  the  coins  singled  out  above,  there  are  many 
very  worthwhile  coins  here.

The  coin  is  fully  struck  with  deep  mirror  fields 
and  superb  deep  golden  toning.  A number  of  light  marks  and  abrasions  in  the  fields  as 
well  as  a rather  deep  scratch  by  R of  AMERICA.  Very  Rare;  only  100  proofs  were 
struck  and  considerably  fewer  than  half  that  number  can  be  accounted  for  today. 
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327.  1903  Louisiana  Purchase  - Jefferson  $1,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Superb  lustre 
and  rich  golden  toning.  No  marks  or  abrasions,  just  a few  very  faint,  almost  unnotice- 
able  hairlines.  Excellent  “eye  appeal”.  (Plate) 

328  1903  Louisiana  Purchase  - McKinley  $1,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Remarkably 
similar  in  overall  appearance  and  quality  to  the  Jefferson  just  offered.  Both  were 
obtained  from  the  old  Empire  Coin  Co.  many  years  ago  by  the  consignor.  This  coin 
has  a few  light  hairlines  but  it  also  has  superb  lustre  and  color.  (Plate)

329.  1856,  Half  Cent,  Judd  177,  Very  Choice  Proof  64.  Copper-nickel,  plain  edge.  R-5. 
Regular  dies  trial  struck  in  copper-nickel.  Lovely  light  gold  and  orange  toning.  A few 
faint  hairlines  and  several  small  verdigris  spots.  Rare;  only  50-60  specimens  are 
known,  relatively  few  of  which  are  as  choice  as  this  one. 


330.  Undated  (1856),  One  Cent,  Judd  179,  Proof  60.  Copper,  plain  edge.  R-6.  Flying  eagle 
in  plain  field  without  date  or  legend;  the  reverse  is  the  regular  die.  This  piece  has  been 
cleaned  but  is  still  attractive  with  considerable  proof  surface  remaining  and  medium 
reddish  gold  and  iridescent  toning.  Very  Rare;  only  about  20-25  pieces  are  known  and 
the  last  one  we  sawatauction  (Bowersand  Merena’s  Kosoff  Sale)  was  a circulated  EF 
that  still  realized  $1430. 


331 . 1865,  Quarter  Dollar,  Judd  423,  Proof  60.  Silver,  reeded  edge.  R-7.  The  obverse  is  the 
regulardie;  the  reverse  is  the  Paquet  designed  eagle.  Medium  russettoning  with  violet 
highlights.  Undoubtedly  cleaned  at  one  time  and  now  showing  light  hairlines  and 
some  marks  in  the  field.  There  are  also  several  noticeable  rim  nicks.  Much  more 
attractive  overall  than  the  foregoing  detailed  description  makes  it  sound.  An 
extremely  rare  and  seldom  seen  pattern.  Less  than  a dozen  examples  were  struck.

One  of  Only  Four  Pieces  Struck  in  Gold 


332.  1868, 10  Dollars,  Judd  661,  Superb  Gem  Proof  67+.  Gold,  reeded  edge. 
High  R-7.  Rich  yellow  gold  color  and  full  original  proof  brilliance.  The 
surfaces  are  absolutely  pristine  and  the  coin  is  essentially  as  struck.  (The 
fields  do  show  a myriad  of  raised,  crisscrossing  die  scratches  that 
resulted  when  the  dies  were  polished  with  a cloth.  All  known  specimens  in 
all  metals  have  precisely  the  same  die  scratches.)  We  do  not  recall  ever 
seeing  a finer  quality  proof  gold  coin  of  this  period.  Magnificent!  Ex 
Auction  ’84,  Lot  528,  where  it  realized  $39,600.

This  superb  gold  pattern  is  one  of  the  highlights  of  this  or  any  other 
sale.  From  the  standpoint  of  both  rarity  and  quality,  it  leaves  absolutely 
nothing  to  be  desired.  (Color  Plate) 
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333  1870,  Half  Dollar,  Judd  933,  Choice  Proof  63.  Silver,  reeded  edge.  R-6.  The  obverse  is 
the  beautiful  Barber  Seated  Liberty  design;  the  reverse  is  the  regular  issue  die.  This 
piece  has  deep  mirror  fields  with  just  a few  faint  hairlines,  frosted  devices  and  a touch 
of  light  golden  toning.  Ex  C.W.  Krugjohann  Sale  (Bowers  and  Ruddy,  1976),  Lot 
1252,  where  Dave  Bowers  noted  that“nofiner  specimen  of  this  stunningly  attractive 
design  does  or  could  exist”. 


334.  1875,  20  Cents,  Judd  1399,  Choice  Proof  63+.  Silver,  plain  edge.  R-6.  A brilliant 
specimen  with  just  a hint  of  light  toning.  The  obverse  appears  to  have  many  hairlines 
but  close  inspection  shows  most  of  them  to  be  planchet  lines  or  raised  die  scratches. 
The  obverse  features  the  popular  “Liberty  Seated  by  the  Seashore”  design  while  the 
reverse  is  very  similar  to  the  regular  issue  20<P  reverse.  A very  rare  and  popular 
pattern;  only  25-30  were  struck. 


335.  1878,  One  Dollar,  Judd  1550,  Choice  Proof  63.  Silver,  reeded  edge.  R-5.  Virtually 
identical  to  the  regular  issue,  the  most  obvious  difference  being  the  three  large 
leaves  in  the  olive  branch  compared  to  nine  smaller  ones  on  the  regular  issue.  This 
piece  is  fully  struck  and  the  fields  have  much  more  “depth”  than  one  usually  sees  on 
regular  issue  1878  Silver  Dollar  proofs.

1907.  All  coins  grade  Almost  Uncirculated  55  or  better  and  several  are  lustrous  uncs. 
Eight  pieces. 

359.  A group  of  ten  (10)  high  grade  Indian  Head  Eagles  including  the  following  dates: 
1907  Regular  issue,  1908  No  Motto,  1908-D  With  Motto,  1909,  1909-S,  1910-D, 
1910-S,  1912,  1913  and  1914-D.  Grades  range  from  Extremely  Fine  40  to  Almost 
Uncirculated  55  with  most  of  the  coins  AU-50  or  better.

Grades  range  from  Very  Fine30  to  Extremely  Fine45.  Several  have  been  cleaned,  the 
1852  harshly  so.  A nice  lot  with  six  of  the  coins  being  rather  scarce  mintmarked 
issues.  10  pieces. 

361 . A group  of  fifteen  (15)  U.S.  Double  Eagles  of  the  Liberty  Head  type.  The  following 
datesare  included:  1861 , 1863, 1869, 1872, 1874, 1874-S,  1875-S,  1876, 1876-S,  1878, 
1879-S,  1885-S,  1888,  1889,  and  1895.  Grades  range  from  Very  Fine  30  to  Almost 
Uncirculated  55.  The  1875-S  has  been  harshly  cleaned  but  the  others  are  quite  nice. 
Several  have  full  mint  lustre  and  are  really  very  close  to  mint  state.  Worth  close 
inspection  because  there  are  some  really  nice  coins  here.  15  pieces. 

362.  A group  of  eight  (8)  Carson  City  Liberty  Head  twenties  including  the  following  dates: 
1 872-CC,  1875-CC,  1876-CC,  1877-CC,  1884-CC,  1889-CC,  1890-CC,  and  1892-CC. 
The  grades  range  from  Very  Fine  20  to  Extremely  Fine  40.  Several  pieces  have  been 
cleaned,  the  first  two  dates  listed  harshly  so.  Again,  some  scarce  and  desirable  coins 
here.  Eight  pieces. 

363.  Ten  (10)  late  date  Liberty  Head  $20  gold  pieces  from  1896  to  1907  including  the 
following:  1896-S,  1897-S,  1898, 1899-S,  1900, 1902, 1903, 1904, 1906-S  and  1907.  All 
the  pieces  are  high  grade,  i.e.  Almost  Uncirculated  55  or  better;  some  are  actually 
Uncirculated  60  with  lots  of  lustre.  The  1898  has  been  cleaned  and  heavily  hairlined; 
the  rest  are  very  attractive.  All  of  these  are  common  dates  except  for  the  low  mintage 
1902.  10  pieces. 

364.  A group  of  six  (6)  Saint-Gaudens  Double  Eagles  including:  1907  Arabic,  1908  No 
Motto,  1909,  1922,  1924,  and  1925.  Grades  range  from  Almost  Uncirculated  50  to 
Uncirculated  60+  except  for  the  1907  which  is  only  Extremely  Fine  40.  Two  of  the 
coins  (1922  and  1924)  are  nearly  in  the  “Choice  BU”  category.  Six  pieces. 

365.  A group  of  four  (4)  silver  or  gold  U.S.  commemorative  coins  including  the  following: 
1915-S  Pan-Pac  50d,  Uncirculated  60;  1904  Lewis  and  Clark  $1,  Uncirculated  60, 
light  scratches  but  lustrous;  1903  Louisiana  Purchase  - McKinley  $1,  Uncir- 
culated 60;  and  1926  Sesquicentennial  $2V2,  Uncirculated  60.  All  the  coins  have  been 
carefully  cleaned  and  show  some  light  hairlines.  Four  pieces.

366.  1849,  Small  Head,  No  L,  Uncirculated  60.  Sharply  struck  with  full  mint  lustre  and 
attractive  medium  gold  color.  A couple  of  fine  hairline  scratches  on  obverse;  the  coin 
is  otherwise  choice.  Very  scarce  date;  only  an  estimated  1000  pieces  were  struck. 


367.  1849,  Open  Wreath,  Large  Head,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Razor  sharp  strike  and 
full  mint  lustre  and  color.  Partial  wire  rim  both  obverse  and  reverse.  A very  attractive 
type  coin. 

368.  1851-C,  Uncirculated  60+.  Boldly  struck  with  extraordinary  detail  on  Liberty’s  head, 
the  obverse  stars  and  the  reverse  wreath.  Rich  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning. 
Possibly  lightly  cleaned  at  one  time  and  now  showing  some  faint  hairlines  as  a result. 
A scarce  date  in  all  grades  and  especially  so  in  mint  state.  (Plate) 

369.  1852,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A frosty,  well  struck  specimen  with  rich  greenish  gold 
color,  considerable  mint  lustre  and  minimal  marks. 

370.  1853-0,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A lustrous,  well  struck  specimen  with  attractive 
medium  yellow  gold  color.  Really  quite  scarce  in  this  grade.  (Plate) 


GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1854  TYPE  ONE  GOLD  DOLLAR 


371 . 1 854,  T ype  One,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A beautiful,  completely  original  specimen  with 
rich  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning.  Fully  struck  and  lustrous.  Virtually  no  marks  or 
hairlines  of  even  the  most  trivial  kind  but  there  is  a light  copper  “driftmark”  (as  made) 
from  the  cheek  to  the  star  at  8 o’clock.  Although  the  1854  is  a “common”  date,  any 
Type  One  Gold  Dollar  of  this  quality  is  very  scarce. 

372.  1854,TypeOne,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Lovely  coppery  gold  toning.  Boldly  struck  in 
all  respects.  A few  light  marks  including  two  on  the  neck. 

373.  1854-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A satiny,  lustrous  specimen  that  is  sharply  struck 
and  virtually  mark  free  except  for  a nick  on  the  cheek.  Only  1 4,632  pieces  were  struck 
and,  in  any  grade  above  MS-60,  the  1854-S  is  decidely  rare.  (Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  AND  PRISTINE  1864  GOLD  DOLLAR 


374.  1864,  Superb  Uncirculated  67+.  This  incredible  coin  is  essentially  “as 
struck”;  it  is  free  of  even  the  most  trivial  of  post-striking  imperfections.  (It 
does,  however,  have  a tiny  obverse  “driftmark”  across  the  nose  that  was 
present  in  the  planchet  when  the  coin  was  minted.)  The  strike  is  razor 
sharp  and  the  coin  has  a square  edge  and  wire  rim  all  around.  Die  clashing 
is  evident  as  are  the  fine  die  striations  in  the  fields  that  are  characteristic  of 
this  issue.  (We  have  never  seen  a business  strike  1864  without  some  die 
clashing  and  striations.)  The  lustre  and  color  are  the  coin’s  real  strong 
points  and  are  simply  superb.  A great  coin  in  every  respect! 

As  a date,  the  1864  is  one  of  the  most  difficult  Philadelphia  Mint  Gold 
Dollars  to  obtain.  It  is  as  rare  as  the  1 865  and  surpassed  overall  only  by  the 
1863,  1873  Closed  3 and  the  1875.  (Color  Plate) 


375.  1870-S,  Uncirculated  60.  Sharply  struck  and  partially  prooflike  as  usual.  Attractive 
orange  gold  toning.  Very  scarce  in  all  grades,  considerably  more  so  than  most  of  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  issues  around  it.  Just  3000  pieces  were  minted  and  certainly  no 
more  than  150-200  pieces  still  exist,  if  that  many. 


RARE  AND  UNDERRATED  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1872  GOLD  DOLLAR 


376.  1872,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  The  finest  1872  Gold  Dollar  we  have 
handled  since  the  Auction  ’81  specimen  that  realized  $10,400.  This  coin  is 
nearly  as  choice  and  would  be  except  for  a couple  of  faint  “slidemarks”  on 
the  cheek.  Actually  these  slidemarks  are  all  that  keep  the  coin  from  a 67  or 
higher  grade  since  it  is  otherwise  “as  struck”.  It  has  a perfectly  sharp 
strike,  deep  mirror  fields  and  truly  sensational  orange  gold  toning.  A rare 
date  that  is  seldom  seen  in  gem  condition.  (Color  Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  AND  CHOICE  1873  CLOSED  3 GOLD  DOLLAR 


377.  1873,  Closed  3,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Fully  prooflike  and  sharply  struck  with 
exceptional  lustre  and  original  mint  color.  A few  light  hairlines  are  noticeable  on 
close  inspection  but  the  coin  is  free  of  marks  or  abrasions.  There  are  several  pinpoint 
planchet  imperfections  (“chips”)  as  well  as  some  “roughness”  on  the  cheek,  all  as 
made.  Overall,  this  is  one  of  the  three  or  four  finest  examples  of  this  very  rare  and 
underrated  date  that  we  have  ever  seen.  I n this  grade,  the  1 873  Closed  3 is  one  of  the 
rarest  Philadelphia  Mint  Gold  Dollars,  virtually  on  a par  with  the  ultra-low  mintaqe 
1875  and  the  1863. 

378.  1887,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Semi-prooflike  obverse  and  fully  prooflike  reverse. 
Exceptional  color  and  lustre.  The  obverse  is  lightly  hairlined  but  the  reverse  is  superb. 


379.  1888,  Gem  Uncirculated  65+.  A fantastic  specimen  with  a full  strike,  outrageous 
lustre,  deep  prooflike  fields  and  superb  natural  greenish  gold  toning.  16,580  pieces 
were  struck  and  although  the  1 888  is  not  rare  by  Gold  Dollar  standards,  it  is  certainly 
scarce  and  very  desirable  this  choice. 

U.S.  QUARTER  EAGLES  ($2V2  GOLD) 


380.  1805,  Almost  Uncirculated  50.  Sharply  struck  and  well  centered.  Rich  greenish  gold 
and  orange  toning.  Obverse  adjustment  marks  in  Liberty's  hair  and  at  the  rims.  Lightly 
hairlined  but  no  marks  of  consequence.  Very  rare  in  all  grades.  A mere  1781  pieces 
were  struck  and  probably  only  100  or  so  pieces  can  currently  be  accounted  for. 
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381 . 1807,  Very  Fine  30.  Well  struck  and  nicely  centered  with  very  rich  greenish  gold  and 
coppery  toning.  Considerable  wear,  of  course,  but  a very  nice,  clean,  problem-free 
coin  in  all  respects.  Last  year  of  type  and,  even  though  it  is  the  most  common  early 
Quarter  Eagle,  the  1807  is  still  a rare  and  desirable  coin  since  it  is  “common”  only  in 
comparison  to  the  others  and  not  in  any  absolute  sense. 


CHOICE  PROOFLIKE  UNCIRCULATED  1829  QUARTER  EAGLE 


382.  1829,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Almost  fully  prooflike  with  just  a few  small 
patches  of  mint  frost.  Razor  sharp  strike  with  all  of  the  design  elements 
(head,  stars  and  eagle)  showing  exquisite  detail.  The  lustre  and  color  of  the 
coin  are  both  outstanding.  There  are  several  light  obverse  abrasions  as 
well  as  a slightly  more  prominent  one  on  Liberty’s  cap  above  the  L in 
LI  BERTY.  Overall,  this  is  one  of  the  dozen  or  so  finest  examples  of  this  date 
we  have  seen.  Two  years  ago,  in  Auction  ’85,  a somewhat  finer  example 
realized  $35,200. 

With  only  3403  pieces  struck,  the  1829  is  obviously  a very  rare  date  in  any 
condition.  Perhaps  4 % or  5%  of  the  original  mintage  still  exists  (125-150 
pieces)  but  certainly  no  more.  Pre-1834  U.S.  gold  coins  of  this  rarity  and 
quality  are  markedly  underpriced  in  our  opinion.  (Color  Plate) 
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383.  1829,  Extremely  Fine  40.  A sharply  struck  specimen  with  prooflike  surfaces  and 
medium  greenish  gold  toning.  Light  friction  and  hairlines  (as  well  as  a few  tiny 
contact  marks)  in  the  fields  as  one  would  naturally  expect  from  the  grade.  Very  rare, 
as  are  all  examples  of  this  date  and  type. 


OUTSTANDING  1834  NO  MOTTO  QUARTER  EAGLE 


384.  1834,  No  Motto,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Small  head.  A gorgeous  specimen 
with  full  blazing  mint  lustre,  very  clean,  partially  prooflike  surfaces  and 
rich  greenish  gold  toning.  There  are  only  a few  very  light  contact  marks  as 
well  as  a tiny  copper  spot  above  the  eagle’s  wing.  Terrific  “eye  appeal”  and 
thus  a great  type  coin.  Classic  Head  Quarter  Eagles  of  this  caliber  are 
seldom  available.  (Color  Plate) 


385.  1839, 9 over  8,  Uncirculated  60.  Lustrous  and  well  struck  with  semi-prooflike  fields 
and  rich  golden  toning. 
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EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  UNCIRCULATED  1845-0  QUARTER  EAGLE 


386.  1845-0,  Uncirculated  60.  Well  struck  with  fully  prooflike  fields  and  com- 
pletely natural,  rich  greenish  gold  toning.  Some  extremely  minor  marks 
and  abrasions  in  the  fields  but  the  overall  appearance  of  the  coin  is  really 
excellent.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  this  is  the  second  finest  known 
1845-0  Quarter  Eagle.  Only  the  Virgil  Brand  specimen  that  sold  in  1983 
for  $8800  was  better  and  then  only  by  a point  or  two.  An  important  and 
exceedingly  rare  coin. 

Only  4,000  1845-0  Quarter  Eagles  were  minted  and  the  issue  was  not 
generally  known  until  the  early  part  of  this  century.  A fter  its  “ discovery ” by 
B.  Max  Mehl,  the  1845-0  had  several  early  sales  records  in  excess  of  $300, 
an  astonishing  amount  for  the  early  1900’s.  Of  course,  more  specimens 
have  been  discovered  since  then  but  it  is  still  likely  that  only  50-75  pieces 
are  known  in  all  grades  combined,  with  most  of  them  grading  VF  or  so. 
With  today's  fanaticism  for  quality  outweighing  all  other  considerations,  a 
coin  like  this  1845-0  may  well  be  overlooked  or,  at  the  very  least,  under- 
appreciated.  But  when  real  numismatic  rarity  is  again  in  vogue,  as  it  surely 
will  be,  this  coin  will  be  one  of  the  highlights  of  its  new  owner's  collection 
and  worth  probably  many  times  what  it  realizes  here  in  Auction  ’87.  The 
price  now  won’t  reflect  it,  but  this  coin  is  really  one  of  the  rarest  items  in 
this  entire  sale.  (Color  Plate) 


VERY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1854-C  QUARTER  EAGLE 


387.  1854-C,  Uncirculated  60.  Weakly  struck  on  the  eagle’s  legs  but  this  is  characteristic 
of  all  examples  of  this  date  that  we  have  seen.  This  coin  also  displays  the  partial  wire 
rim  that  is  diagnostic  of  the  issue.  The  planchet  is  excellent  as  are  the  lustre  and 
color.  One  small  hairline  scratch  at  Liberty’s  ear  is  the  only  blemish  worth  special 
note.  Certainly  in  the  top  rank  of  known  specimens  and  roughly  comparable  to  the 
coin  in  Auction  ’86  that  realized  $4180. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  GEM  PROOF  1865  QUARTER  EAGLE 


388.  1865,  Gem  Proof  65.  A coin  of  exceptional  quality  and  overall  appearance. 
It  has  unbelievable  “contrast”,  i.e.  the  head  and  eagle  are  very  frosty  and 
the  fields  are  deeply  mirrorlike.  The  color  is  also  superb,  a rich,  original 
reddish  gold.  There  are  absolutely  no  nicks  or  abrasions  although  close 
inspection  does  reveal  just  a few  very  light  and  widely  scattered  hairlines. 
Identifiable  by  a tiny  planchet  chip  (as  made)  by  the  last  star.  Equal  to  or 
better  than  any  1865  Proof  Quarter  Eagle  that  we  have  ever  seen. 

The  1865  Quarter  Eagle  is  a major  rarity  in  all  grades.  It  is  unique  in  mint 
state  and  probably  only  10  or  fewer  proofs  (just  25  were  struck)  are 
known.  (Color  Plate) 


389.  1877,  Extremely  Fine40,  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning,  prooflike  as  always,  ultra- 
low  mintage  of  just  1652  pieces;  1880,  Almost  Uncirculated  50,  super  lustrous, 
partially  prooflike  surfaces,  light  coppery  gold  toning,  small  planchet  flaw  on  reverse 
rim,  very  scarce,  low  mintage  date.  Two  pieces. 

390.  1903,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Fully  struck  with  excellent  lustre  and  attractive 
coppery  gold  toning.  A few  light  bagmarksand  hairlines  but  the  coin  has  an  excellent 
overall  appearance.  (Plate) 

391 . 1905,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Clean,  frosty  surfaces  and  rich  golden  toning. 
Excellent  strike  and  lustre.  (Plate) 

392.  1906,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Lustrous,  satiny  surfaces  and  medium  gold  and 
coppery  toning.  (Plate) 

393.  1907,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A frosty,  well  struck  specimen  with  full  mint  lustre  and 
no  marks  of  consequence.

394.  1910,  Gem  Proof  65.  A lovely  specimen  with  outstanding  surfaces  that  are 
virtually  free  of  any  marks  except  for  one  miniscule  mark  on  the  cheek. 
This  coin  has  the  superbly  lustrous,  satiny  appearance  that  proofs  of  this 
year  (and  1909)  are  famous  and  prized  for.  Reportedly  682  proofs  were 
minted,  but  either  this  number  is  incorrect  or  most  of  the  mintage  was 
melted  since  1910  proofs  are  just  as  rare  as  those  of  1909  when  only  139 
were  struck.  (Color  Plate) 


395.  1914,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Frosty  and  fully  lustrous  with  rich  orange  gold  toning. 
After  the  low  mintage  1911  -D,  this  is  the  rarest  date  of  this  type  in  all  grades  and 
choice  mint  state  examples  like  this  one  are  quite  difficult  to  locate.  (Plate)

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VERY  RARE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1863  $3  GOLD 


397.  1863,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Fully  struck  from  lightly  clashed  dies  (as  are 
all  known  business  strikes)  with  full  blazing  mint  lustre  and  bright  yellow 
gold  color.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean  and  have  virtually  no  marks  of  any 
kind.  Rare  as  a date  and  very  rare  in  this  grade  since  not  only  was  the 
original  mintage  very  small  (just  5039  pieces)  but  it  is  probable  that  many 
were  melted  during  or  immediately  after  the  Civil  War.  (Color  Plate) 


VERY  RARE  AND  CHOICE  1866  $3  GOLD 


398.  1866,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Similar  in  overall  quality  and  appearance  to  the 
1859  just  offered,  perhaps  just  a trifle  cleaner.  It  is  sharply  struck  and  lightly  striated 
as  always  and  has  superb  lustre  and  color.  A coin  of  this  quality  would  surely  have 
been  graded  a “gem”  just  a few  years  ago.  It  does  not  qualify  as  “MS-65”  by  today’s 
stringent  standards  but  is  it  very  close  and  is  undoubtedly  in  the  top  ten  or  so  of  the 
date  quality-wise.  A rare  date  in  all  grades  and  a very  rare  one  in  choice  mint  state.

>99.  1867,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Mostly  prooflike  but  with  the  light  striations  that  are 
omnipresent  on  the  business  strike  threes  of  this  period.  Boldly  struck  with  full  lustre 
and  rich,  slightly  cloudy  orange  gold  toning.  A very  rare  date  in  this  grade;  a mere 
2650  pieces  were  struck.

400.  1868,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Very  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces  with  attractive 
yellow  gold  and  coppery  toning.  A few  very  light  contact  marks  but  nothing  really 
detracting  and  the  overall  “eye  appeal”  of  the  coin  is  certainly  nice.  Another  low 
mintage  date  (only  4875  struck)  that  is  distinctly  rare  in  mint  state.

401 . 1871,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Rich  orange  gold  toning  and  fully  prooflike  fields.  A 
few  minor  marks  and  hairlines  on  the  obverse  but  the  reverse  is  virtually  gem  quality. 
Sharply  struck  with  outstanding  lustre.  One  of  the  rarest,  lowest  mintage  dates  of  the 
series;  only  1330  pieces  were  minted  including  30  proofs.  Seldom  seen  in  any  grade 
with  choice  mint  state  examples  like  this  qualifying  as  very  rare.  (Color  Plate) 


RARE  1872  $3  GOLD 


402.  1872,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Fully  prooflike  with  rich,  slightly  cloudy-coppery  gold 
toning.  Some  light  hairlines  on  the  obverse,  fewer  still  on  the  reverse.  (Most  of  the 
“lines''  on  the  reverse  are  the  raised  die  scratches  present  on  all  known  business 
strikes  of  this  date).  A few  gem  and  even  superb  1872  threes  are  known  but,  in  this 
grade,  the  1872  can  still  legitimately  be  considered  rare.  Very  low  mintage  with  only 
2030  struck. 

403.  1872,  Uncirculated  60+.  A second  mint  state  example  of  this  very  rare,  low  mintage 
date.  Like  the  preceeding  lot  (and  every  other  1872  we  have  seen),  this  piece  is 
deeply  prooflike.  It  has  some  light  bagmarks  and  faint  hairlines  but  it  also  has  superb 
rich  orange  gold  toning.  Lots  of  “flash”  and  “eye  appeal”.  (Plate) 
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404.  1878,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A frosty,  sharply  struck  specimen  with  rich  greenish 
gold  and  coppery  toning.  A few  very  faint  hairlines  and  marks,  none  worth  special 
mention.  The  commonest  three  in  this  grade  by  far  but  still  in  great  demand  as  a 
type  coin. 


VERY  CHOICE  1880  $3  GOLD 


405.  1880,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A fully  lustrous,  sharply  struck  spec- 
imen with  prooflike  fields  and  gorgeous,  natural  orange  gold  toning.  A 
few  very  light  bagmarks,  almost  entirely  confined  to  the  obverse. 

A rare  and  popular  date  although  not  quite  as  rare  as  the  low  1036 
mintage  figure  would  normally  indicate.  For  some  reason,  more  uncs  of 
this  date  (and  1879,  as  well)  were  saved  than  of  most  dates  of  the  period. 
The  Beck  Collection  had  a small  hoard  of  1880’s  and  we  have  also  seen 
several  other  small  groups.  The  date  is  still  rare,  however,  since  the  total 
number  of  pieces  in  the  various  groups  probably  do  not  amount  to  more 
than  50-60.  (Color  Plate)

406.  1881 , Gem  Proof  65.  A gorgeous,  original  and  uncleaned  proof  with  rich 
golden  color  and  the  light,  cloudy  toning  that  is  characteristic  of  19th 
Century  U.S.  proof  gold  coins  that  have  never  been  “tampered  with”.  Fully 
gem  quality  with  only  a couple  of  very  faint  hairlines.  Identifiable  by  a tiny 
lintmark  (as  made)  on  Liberty’s  cheek  and  a copper/carbon  spot  on  the 
lower  reverse  by  the  bow. 

Only  554  Three  Dollar  Gold  Pieces  were  struck  in  1881 , a figure  which 
includes  a mere  54  proofs.  T oday,  perhaps  20-25  proofs  still  exist.  A uction 
records  for  pieces  of  comparable  quality  to  this  one  have  exceeded 
$20,000  in  the  past  year  or  two.  (Color  Plate) 


GORGEOUS  1883  $3  GOLD  IN  GEM  PROOF 


40 ! 1883,  Gem  Proof  65,  A gorgeous,  richly  toned  proof  with  much  more 
contrast  than  is  typical  of  this  issue.  The  light  cloudy  toning  that  is 
characteristic  of  original,  uncleaned  proofs  covers  the  deep  orange  gold 
surfaces.  A few  faint  and  scattered  hairlines  are  present  but  the  overall 
“eye  appeal”  of  the  coin  is  exemplary. 

The  total  mintage  for  this  date  is  only  989  pieces,  of  which  just  89  were 
proofs.  Perhaps  a third  of  the  original  mintage  (30  pieces)  still  exist  but 
relatively  few  are  comparable  to  this  specimen  in  overall  appearance  and 
quality.  (Color  Plate) 
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VERY  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1884  $3  GOLD 


408.  1884,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64  or  better.  Actually  this  coin  is  a borderline  gem 
and  is  the  quality  that  would  certainly  have  been  called  65  or  65+  two  or  three  years 
ago  before  the64  grade  came  into  common  usage.  It  is  sharply  struck  with  nearly  full 
prooflike  surfaces,  superb  original  lustre  and  outstanding  orange  gold  toning.  The 
surfaces  are  very  clean  with  no  more  than  a few  very  light  and  insignificant  marks 
that  are  visible  with  a glass.  This  is  a very  rare  date  in  this  grade.  In  fact,  with  only 
1 1 06  total  pieces  struck,  the  1 884  is  really  very  scarce  in  any  condition.  (Color  Plate) 


LOW  MINTAGE  1885  $3  GOLD  IN  MINT  STATE 


409.  1885,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  A super  “flashy”  example  of  this  rare,  low  mintage 
date.  It  is  fully  struck  and  prooflike  with  tremendous  lustre  and  rich  yellow  gold 
toning.  There  are  some  light  marks  and  hairlines  in  the  fields  but  this  coin  is  still  very 
choice  and  highly  desirable.  One  of  the  lowest  mintage  dates  of  a series  that  is 
literally  loaded  with  low  mintages.  Only  800  business  strikes  were  minted  along  with 
110  proofs. 


OUTSTANDING  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1887  $3  GOLD 


410.  1887,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  A beautiful  gem  specimen  with  lustrous, 
partially  prooflike  surfaces  and  superb  orange  gold  and  copper  toning. 
Very  clean  surfaces  with  no  more  than  a couple  of  the  most  trivial  of  marks. 
Outstanding  overall  appearance  makes  this  a very  desirable  type  coin. 
Moderately  scarce  as  a date  with  only  6160  pieces  struck.  (Color  Plate) 
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411.  1 887,  Uncirculated  60+.  A lot  “flashier”  than  the  preceding  lot  but  considerably  more 
marked  as  well.  This  coin  would  easily  qualify  as  a 63  or  better  were  it  not  for  a 
moderate  abrasion  on  the  cheek.  The  rest  of  the  coin  has  minimal  marks  and 
tremendous  lustre  radiating  from  the  fully  prooflike  surfaces. 


412.  1888,  Uncirculated  60+.  Another  very  “flashy”  three  with  superb  prooflike  lustre  and 
Pure£“  or'  Unlike  the  preceding  lot,  there  are  virtually  no  abrasions  on  this  coin  but 
the  fields  are  lightly  hairlined.  Really  nearly  in  the  “Choice”  category;  call  it  a ‘62’. 


U.S.  HALF  EAGLES  ($5  GOLD) 


VERY  RARE  1795  SMALL  EAGLE  $5  GOLD 


413.  1795,  Small  Eagle,  Very  Fine  30.  The  very  rare,  so-called  “apostrophe” 
vanety  with  the  “apostrophe”  actually  being  the  remnants  of  a letter  (I? 
t ')  incorrectly  punched  into  the  die  between  B and  E of  LIBERTY.  Breen 
noted  in  his  monograph  that  this  variety  is  R-8  and  that  he  had  only  seen 
two  specimens.  A few  more  have  turned  up  (or  been  noticed)  since  that 
time  (1966)  but  it  is  likely  that  the  variety  is  still  High  R-6  at  least.  This 
specimen,  although  with  obvious  wear,  is  very  clean  and  attractive  and 
has  some  areas  of  prooflike  lustre  remaining.  (Color  Plate) 
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414.  1803,  3 Over  2,  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  In  a PCGS  holder  marked  “AU-55”.  A very 
sharply  struck  and  attractive  specimen  with  lovely  natural  greenish  gold  and  copper 
toning.  Some  light  reverse  adjustment  marks  but  none  on  the  obverse  and  only 
minimal  marks  and  friction.  Very  pleasing  overall  appearance. 


415.  1804,  Almost  Uncirculated  58.  Small  8 over  large  8.  In  a PCGS  holder  marked 
“AU-58”.  A partially  prooflike,  sharply  struck  specimen  with  lots  of  lustre  and  light 
greenish  gold  color.  A few  vertical  adjustment  marks  through  Liberty’s  cap  and  hair 
and  two  vertical  reverse  die  breaks,  one  on  either  side  of  the  eagle’s  shield.  Some 
light  contact  marks  in  the  field  and  one  small  nick  by  Liberty’s  ear.  Plenty  of  “flash” 
and  “eye  appeal”. 


416.  1806,  Round  Top  6,  Almost  Uncirculated  58.  Extremely  sharp  strike  and  excellent 
centering.  Deep  greenish  gold  color.  Tiny  rim  nick  by  Y of  LIBERTY  was  well  as 
some  light  hairlines  and  a couple  of  very  minor  surface  abrasions.  There  are  also 
some  very  faint  adjustment  marks  in  Liberty’s  hair.  A very  appealing  type  coin  that 
will  be  called  “mint  state”  by  many  and  it  may  well  be  in  the  sense  that  it  probably 
never  saw  actual  circulation. 
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VERY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1820  $5  WITH  SQUARE  BASE  2 


417.  1820,  Square  Base  2,  Uncirculated  60.  Sharply  struck  and  with  relatively 
few  marks  or  hairlines,  none  serious.  Attractive  natural  greenish  gold  color 
and  considerable  lustre.  Excellent  general  appearance  for  the  grade. 

As  a date,  the  1820  is  very  scarce,  considerably  more  so  than  either  the 
1813  or  1814/13.  in  recent  years  it  has  also  become  increasingly  obvious 
to  us  that  this  Square  Base  2 variety  is  decidedly  more  rare  than  either  of 
the  Curved  Base  2 varieties,  particularly  so  in  mint  state.  Whereas  we  are 
aware  of  a number  of  gem  uncirculated  Curved  Base  2 coins,  we  cannot 
recall  ever  seeing  a gem  Square  Base  2,  and  only  a few  that  could  even 
reasonably  be  called  “Choice".  Very  underrated.  (Color  Plate) 


RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1823  HALF  EAGLE 


418.  1823,  Choice  Uncirculated 63.  A lustrous,  semi-prooflikespecimen  with  a 
very  bold  strike  and  attractive  rich  greenish  gold  toning.  Some  very  light, 
widely  scattered  bagmarks  but  none  severe  enough  to  warrant  special 
mention.  Excellent  “flash”  and  “eye  appeal”. 

The  1823  Half  Eagle  is  a rare  date  with  only  an  estimated 60-75  examples 
known  in  all  grades.  Most  are  quite  high  grade  and  perhaps  as  many  as  a 
third  of  the  known  specimens  are  uncirculated.  In  our  opinion,  this  particu- 
lar coin  ranks  in  the  middle  of  the  pack  (of  uncs)  with  respect  to  overall 
quality  and  should  realize  a solid  five  figure  winning  bid.  (Color  Plate) 
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VERY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1824  HALF  EAGLE 


419.  1824,  Uncirculated  60.  This  lovely  and  very  rare  coin  is  from  the  Amon  G. 
Carter,  Jr.  Collection  Sale  (Stack’s,  January  1984)  where  it  realized 
$19,250. 1 n 1 946,  it  appeared  inthefamousAtwaterSaleasLot1641.  Ithas 
a full  strike,  good  lustre  and  superb  medium  coppery  gold  toning.  Some 
minor  bagmarks  and  light  friction  in  the  fields  are  evident  but  the  overall 
appearance  of  the  coin  is  excellent. 

The  1824  is  one  of  the  major  rarities  of  the  entire  Half  Eagle  series.  As  a 
date  it  is  slightly  more  rare  than  the  1821,  1825/1  or  1826  and  only  a little 
less  rare  than  the  more  famous  1827.  It  is  our  estimate  that  only  20-25 
specimens  exist.  This  specimen  is  a bit  finer  overall  than  the  example  in  the 
1986  Grand  Central  Sale  (Devonshire)  that  realized  in  excess  of  $20,000. 
(Color  Plate) 


A SECOND  MINT  STATE  1824  HALF  EAGLE 


420.  1824,  Uncirculated  60.  Amazingly,  a second  mint  state  example  of  this 
famous  Half  Eagle  rarity.  It  is  virtually  identical  in  overall  quality  to  the 
preceding  Amon  Carter  specimen  but  it  is  a lighter,  more  greenish  gold 
color.  This  piece  has  an  outstanding  pedigree;  it  was  last  offered  in  the 
1 976  AN  A Sale  (Stack’s)  as  Lot  2940  where  it  realized  $1 5,000  (about  triple 
the  price  of  a gem  proof  three!)  and  was  described  as  “Brilliant  Uncircu- 
lated. Full  frosty  lustre  and  nicely  struck  in  deep  yellow  gold”.  Earlier,  it 
was  in  the  Dr.  Clifford  Smith  and  Son  Sale  of  1955,  also  conducted  by 
Stack’s.  There  it  was  catalogued  as  “A  Perfect  Gem,  in  strike  as  well  as  in 
condition.  Uncirculated.  Rare.”  Prior  to  the  Smith  Sale  it  was  in  the 
“World’s  Greatest  Collection”  Sale  (F.C.C.  Boyd),  Lot  372.  (Color  Plate) 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1827  HALF  EAGLE 


421 . 1827,  Choice  Uncirculated  63  or  better.  A magnificent  coin  that  ranks  as 
the  second  finest  1827  Half  Eagle  known  to  us.  (Only  the  Garrett  speci- 
men, now  in  a prominent  Dallas  collection,  is  finer).  It  is  well  struck, 
particularly  on  the  obverse,  and  has  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  surfaces  and 
rich  coppery  gold  toning.  There  are  virtually  no  bagmarks  and  only  a few 
faint  and  totally  unobtrusive  hairlines.  Stack’s,  when  cataloging  it  for  the 
1976  ANA  Sale,  agreed  with  our  assessment  of  the  coin  when  they  stated 
that  it  is  “Brilliant  Uncirculated.  A beautiful  needle-sharp  strike  with  only  a 
few  hairlines  from  perfection.”  Stack’s  also  went  on  to  note  that  “This  coin 
also  has  quite  a formidable  pedigree:  From  our  Smith  collection;  Ex  King 
Farouk;ex  Col.  Green;  ex  Newcomer;  and  finally  traced  back  to  William  H. 
Woodin,  former  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.”  Stack’s  aptly  concluded  their 
description  of  the  coin  in  1976  by  stating  that  “It  is  one  of  the  great  Gold 
Coin  Rarities”,  a statement  we  agree  with  completely.  It  should  also  be 
noted  that  in  the  1955  Clifford  Smith  Sale,  this  1827  was  described  as 
“Excessively  Rare”  and  “AN  UNCIRCULATED  GEM”. 

Although  some  earlier  cataloguers  often  overstated  the  rarity  of  the 
1827  by  claiming  that  less  than  10  examples  were  known,  in  truth,  closer 
to  20  pieces  can  be  accounted  for.  Most  are  high  grade,  i.e.  AU-Unc,  but 
only  the  Garrett  specimen  betters  this  one.  In  Auction  '82,  we  sold  the 
choice  Naftzger-Wolfson  specimen  and  that  coin  subsquently  resold  in  a 
June  1985  Superior  Sale  (called  “MS-65  or  so")  for  $60,500.  Without 
question,  this  piece  is  of  higher  quality  and  so  a mid-five  figure  bid  is  to  be 
expected.  As  a final  note,  this  coin  brought  $30,000  in  the  1976  ANA  sale 
when  the  market  was  in  the  doldrums  and  most  coins  were  bringing  mere 
fractions  of  their  current  (1987)  value.  (Color  Plate) 
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422.  1842-D,  Large  Date,  Large  Letters,  Very  Fine  30.  With  1 1 -24-86  ANACS  papers.  An 
attractive  coin  for  the  grade  with  a strong  strike,  generally  light  marks  and  medium 
greenish  gold  color.  In  ouropinion,  this  is  the  rarest  D-Mint  Half  Eagle  and  one  could 
really  make  a strong  case  for  this  being  the  rarest  coin  of  any  denomination  from 
Dahlonega. 


423.  1845-D,  Almost  Uncirculated  55.  Fully  struck  and  lustrous  with  semi-prooflike 
surfaces  and  bright  yellow  gold  color.  Light  to  medium  bagmarks.  Not  rare  by  D-Mint 
standards  but  certainly  very  scarce  in  this  grade. 


CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1848  $5  GOLD 


424.  1848,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  Very  sharply  struck  and  completely  “original”  with 
excellent  lustre,  minimal  marks  and  really  superb,  rich  greenish  gold  toning. 
Unquestionably  in  the  top  rank  of  known  1848  Half  Eagles. 


VERY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1855-C  $5  GOLD 


-25.  1855-C,  Uncirculated  60.  Sharply  struck  for  the  date  with  partially  prooflike  fields 
and  full  mint  lustre.  Some  light  abrasions  and  marks  in  the  fields  but  no  trace  of 
actual  wear.  Undoubtedly  “condition  census”  for  the  date  and,  as  such,  a coin  of 
considerable  rarity. 
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426.  1859,  Uncirculated  60.  A lustrous,  completely  “original”  coin  with  rich  greenish  gold 
and  orange  toning.  A very  rare,  low  mintage  date  in  “condition  census”  quality. 


INCREDIBLE  GEM  UNCIRCULATED  1859-C  HALF  EAGLE 

Tied  For  Finest  Known 


427.  1859-C,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Here  is  an  exceptional  coin  that  ranks  as 

one  of  the  two  finest  examples  of  this  rare  issue  that  we  have  seen.  (The 
other  is  in  a well  known  collection  of  Charlotte  Mint  gold  coins.)  It  is  fully 
struck  (from  a weak,  damaged  reverse  die  as  are  all  known  specimens) 
and  possesses  amazing  lustre  and  rich  orange  gold  toning.  The  surfaces 
have  no  more  than  a few  of  the  most  trivial  marks  that  have  occurred  since 
striking.  Of  course,  the  surfaces  also  have  the  “roughness”  that  are  the 
result  of  the  poor  condition  of  the  dies.  Not  only  is  this  tied  for  “finest 
known”  of  the  date,  it  also  ranks  as  the  equal  of  any  C-Mint  Half  Eagle  of 
any  date  that  we  have  seen.  (Color  Plate)

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428.  1861-C,  Extremely  Fine  40.  With  1 1-24-86  AN  ACS  papers.  Well  struck  with  consider- 
able lustre  and  light  to  moderate  bagmarks.  Excellent  planchet  and  overall 
appearance  for  an  EF  coin.  This  is  one  of  the  four  or  five  rarest  $5  issues  from  the 
Charlotte  Mint,  and  the  date  with  the  lowest  mintage.  Only  6789  were  struck  and  the 
coin  is  really  extremely  rare  better  than  this. 

429.  Three  (3)  rare  date,  low  mintage  Carson  City  Half  Eagles  dated  1874-CC,  1879-CC 
and  1880-CC  respectively.  The  first  two  listed  both  grade  Very  Fine  30;  the  1880-CC 
is  a solid  Extremely  Fine  40  if  not  better.  All  of  the  coins  have  the  normal  marks  and 
rubbing  associated  with  considerable  wear  but  none  have  any  serious  problems. 
Three  pieces. 


EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  BUSINESS  STRIKE  1875  HALF  EAGLE 


430.  1875,  Extremely  Fine  40.  Sharply  struck  with  prooflike  surfaces  and 
attractive  coppery  gold  toning.  Numerous  (but  small)  bagmarks  and 
abrasions  as  one  would  expect  from  the  grade  as  well  as  one  fine  scratch 
across  Liberty’s  chin. 

The  1875  is  unquestionably  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  Half  Eagles.  Among 
Liberty  Heads,  only  the  1854-S  is  more  rare  and,  as  a business  strike,  the 
1875  is  actually  considerably  more  rare  than  such  legendary  early  rarities 
as  the  1815,  1819,  1827  and  1828.  Only  200  business  strikes  were  minted 
along  with  20  proofs  but  since  the  former  were  not  meant  to  be  saved,  they 
are  now  nearly  twice  as  rare  as  proofs.  We  estimate  that  only  5-6  business 
strikes  are  known  ( none  better  than  A U-50 ) plus  perhaps  8-10  proofs.  T he 
only  other  business  strike  we  have  ever  handled  was  sold  in  our  1974  ANA 
sale  where  it  realized  $60,000.  In  fact,  that  specimen  (slightly  finer  than 
this  one)  was  the  last  business  strike  to  be  offered  for  sale  at  public 
auction.  Since  that  coin  was  the  first  since  1962,  this  means  that  only  one 
other  business  strike  1875  Half  Eagle  has  been  offered  at  auction  in  the 
past  quarter  of  a century!  Obviously,  this  is  an  important  and  unusual 
opportunity  to  obtain  one  of  the  greatest  rarities  in  the  entire  U.S.  gold 
series.  (Color  Plate)

EXTREMELY  RARE  AND  CHOICE  1887  HALF  EAGLE 


431.  1887,  Very  Choice  Proof  64.  A lovely  specimen  struck  in  deep  orange 
gold.  No  contact  marks  or  abrasions  but  there  are  a few  faint,  scattered 
hairlines  under  the  toning.  Without  question,  one  of  the  finest  of  the  30  or 
so  survivors  from  the  original  87  minted.  (Note:  For  some  reason,  many  of 
the  proofs  of  this  date  are  badly  impaired,  even  circulated,  and  examples 
of  this  excellent  quality  are  extremely  rare.) 

The  1887  Half  Eagle  has  a unique  niche  in  the  Half  Eagle  series.  It  is  the 
sole  “proof-only”  issue  of  the  entire  series  and  as  such  is  similar  in  nature 
to  the  1863  Quarter  Eagle  and  1883,  1884,  and  1887  Double  Eagles  which 
are  also  “proof-only”  issues.  This  specimen  traces  its  pedigree  to  the  King 
Farouk  Collection  which  was  sold  in  Cairo,  Egypt  in  1954.  (Color  Plate) 


VERY  RARE  MINT  STATE  1892-0  HALF  EAGLE 


432.  1892-0,  Uncirculated  60+.  Fully  struck  with  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  Surfaces  and 
medium  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning.  Numerous  light  surface  bag  marks  as  well 
as  some  faint  hairlines.  This  is  one  of  the  finest  examples  of  this  rare,  low  mintage 
date  in  existence.  We  have  never  seen  better  than  a 63  of  this  date  and  no  more  than  a 
couple  at  that  level.  There  has  never  even  been  the  hint  of  a gem.  Only  10,000  were 
struck,  the  lowest  mintage  of  any  O-Mint  Half  Eagle  (tied  with  the  1856-0)  and 
although  EF  and  AU  examples  can  be  located,  a strictly  uncirculated  piece  like  this 
one  is  a major  rarity. 
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433.  1899,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Frosty  and  fully  struck  with  almost  no  marksand  natural 
medium  greenish  gold  color.  The  date  is  common  but  the  condition  is  not. 

VERY  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1900-S  HALF  EAGLE 


434.  1900-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A really  gorgeous  example  of  this  very  scarce 
date.  It  is  100%  fully  struck  and  has  extraordinary  lustre  and  color.  A few  light 
bagmarks  are  widely  scattered  on  the  surfaces  but  they  are  not  particularly  detract- 
ing and  the  overall  “eye  appeal”  of  the  coin  is  outstanding.  With  the  sole  exception  of 
the  Eliasberg-Clapp  specimen  and  the  three  Virgil  Brand  examples  (all  obtained  by 
their  owners  directly  from  the  Mint  at  the  time  of  issue),  this  is  as  nice  as  any  1900-S 
Half  Eagle  on  the  market  in  many  years. 


435.  1905,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  Satiny  obverse,  semi-prooflike  reverse.  Highly 
lustrous  with  attractive  yellow  gold  color  tinged  with  a few  copper  highlights. 
Moderately  scarce  in  this  condition. 


436.  1908,  Liberty  Head,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  Great  lustre  and  color,  the  latter  being  the 
coin’s  greatest  attribute.  Sharply  struck  with  minimally  marked,  satiny  surfaces.  An 
excellent  example  of  this  last  year  of  type,  one  with  superb  “eye  appeal”. 
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GEM  MINT  STATE  1908  INDIAN  HEAD  $5  GOLD

strike,  lovely  natural  greenish  gold  and  coppery  toning  and  superb  lustre.  Only  a few 
of  the  most  trivial  of  marks;  even  the  Indian’s  cheek  (the  highest  point  of  the  design) 
is  much  cleanerthan  usual.  Gem  quality  Indian  Head  Half  Eaglesare,  by  far,  the  most 
difficult  to  locate  20th  Century  type  coins.  (Color  Plate) 

438.  1908-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Well  struck  and  fully  brilliant.  Sharply  defined 
mintmark  and  a minimum  of  bagmarks,  all  very  minor  in  nature.  (Plate)

439.  1908-S,  Gem  Uncirculated  65.  This  coin  appeared  in  Auction  79  as  Lot  1276  where  it 
was  catalogued  by  Rarcoa  as  follows: 

SUPERB  GEM  BRILLIANT  UNCIRCULATED  with  splendid  satin  smooth 
surfaces  and  rich  golden  color.  Exceptionally  well  struck  for  the  date  and 
must  certainly  rate  as  the  FINEST  KNOWN.  Very  low  mintage  of  82,000."

1908-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Lustrous  with  pale  gold  and  rose  toning.  Sharp 
strike  overall;  bold,  clearly  defined  mintmark  (as  usual).  Very  clean  surfaces  with 
only  a few  miniscule  marks  and  faint  hairlines.  A very  scarce  date  although,  perhaps 
surprisingly  to  those  who  place  theirfaith  concerning  rarity  only  in  mintage  figures,  it 
is  more  obtainable  in  Choice  Unc.  than  any  other  S-Mint  Indian  Head  Half  Eagle 
except  the  1916-S. 
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EXTREMELY  RARE  CHOICE  UNCIRCULATED  1909-0  HALF  EAGLE 


441.  1909-0,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  An  outstanding  example  of  this 
rarity.  From  an  overall  quality  standpoint,  it  is  in  the  top  five  or  six  known 
(to  us)  examples  of  the  date  and  is  significantly  bettered  only  by  the 
Eliasberg  specimen  (sold  by  us  in  Auction  ’83  fora  record  $46,200)  and  the 
impounded  Lilly  specimen.  It  is  very  nearly  as  choice  as  the  Dr.  Steve 
Duckor-Robert  Kruthoffer-Auction  79  specimen  and  betterthan  any  other 
1 909-0  that  has  been  offered  at  public  auction  in  the  last  1 5 or  more  years. 
It  is  fully  struck  and  lustrous  and  the  surfaces  are  remarkably  clean.  Even 
the  Indian’s  cheekbone  (the  highest  point  of  the  coin)  shows  only  a minute 
break  in  the  lustre  and,  as  specialists  in  this  series  know,  almost  every 
business  strike  Indian  Head  $5  has  rubbing  and  friction  on  the  cheek. 

The  1909-0  $5  is  not  only  one  of  the  four  or  five  rarest  dates  of  the 
Indian  Head  Half  Eagle  series,  it  is  also  one  of  the  rarest  of  all  T wentieth 
Century  gold  coins,  especially  in  uncirculated  condition.  Only  34,200 
were  struck  (by  far  the  lowest  mintage  of  the  series)  and  nearly  all 
surviving  specimens  are  only  EF  or  AU.  In  MS-60  condition,  a 1909-0  is 
rare  and  in  63  or  better  grade,  it  is  a major  rarity.  (Color  Plate)

-42.  1909-0,  Uncirculated  60.  Amazingly,  here  is  a second  mint  state  example  of  this  very 
rare  date.  Of  course,  it  is  not  nearly  the  coin  the  preceding  lot  is  but  it  is  still  a 
legitimate  unc  and  thus  ranks  as  one  of  the  finer  examples  known.  It  is  very  sharply 
struck  with  a clear  mintmark  and  attractive  medium  greenish  gold  color. 
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443.  1911,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Lustrous  and  well  struck  with  bright  yellow  gold 
toning.  A minimum  of  light  bagmarks,  none  serious  in  nature. 


ONE  OF  THE  FINEST  KNOWN  1911-D  HALF  EAGLES 


444.  1911-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  An  exceptional,  possibly  even  condi- 
tion census  example  of  this  very  rare  date.  It  is  fully  struck  with  excellent 
lustre  and  color  and  no  more  than  a few  of  the  most  trivial  kind  of  marks. 
By  the  standards  of  just  a few  years  ago,  this  coin  would  have  been  called 
a “gem”  (MS-65)  and  we  would  certainly  have  graded  it  so  if  it  had  been  in 
the  famous  Robert  Kruthoffer  Sale  in  1981  for  example. 

Without  question,  the  1911-D  Half  Eagle  is  one  of  the  rarest  dates  of  the 
series  and,  in  fact,  a strong  case  could  be  made  for  it  being  the  absolute 
rarest  in  MS-63  or  better  grade.  (The  other  “rarest  date”  candidates  are,  in 
our  view,  the  1909-0,  1914-S,  and  191 5-S  with  the  1909-S  another  possi- 
bility.) (Color  Plate) 


445.  1912-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A sharply  struck,  lustrous  example  of  this  rare  date. 
The  marks  are  minimal  in  both  number  and  severity.  The  mint  mark  is  weak  and 
poorly  defined  as  it  is  on  all  specimens  we  have  seen.  Very  rare  in  this  grade  and 
almost  impossible  to  find  significantly  better  than  this. 

446.  1914-S,  Uncirculated  60+.  A much  better  than  average  example  of  this  very  scarce 
date.  It  has  a sharp  strike,  good  lustre,  a well-defined  mintmark  and  relatively  few 
marks  and  hairlines.  Overall,  this  is  very  nearly  in  the  "Choice”  category.  (Plate)

447.  1915-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  Superb  orange  gold  toning,  excellent  lustre,  a full 
strike  and  an  absolute  minimum  of  marks.  One  of  the  finest  known  examples  of  this 
very  rare  date  and  at  least  the  equal  of  any  specimen  offered  at  public  auction  since 
we  sold  the  Kruthoffer  coin  in  1981  for  $19,000.  In  particular,  it  is  every  bit  as  nice  as 
the  example  in  Auction  ’86  that  realized  $4180  and  probably  even  more  desirable  and 
valuable  because  of  the  exceptional  color. 

Along  with  the  1909-0, 1911-D,  and1914-S,  the  1915-S  is  one  of  the  prime  rarities 
of  the  series.  As  we  have  said  on  previous  occasions,  a good  case  could  be  made  for 
any  one  of  the  four  being  the  “rarest”  date  and  all  four  (plus  the  1909-S  perhaps), 
undoubtedly  have  their  supporters  as  “rarest”.  We  have  always  favored  the  1915-S 
only  because  we  have  seen  fewer  choice  uncs  of  this  date  than  we  have  of  any  other. 
(Color  Plate)

EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  1795  EAGLE  WITH  9 LEAVES 


448.  1795,  Nine  Leaves  Under  Eagle,  Extremely  Fine  40.  This  coin  is  from  our 
Fall  1986  Sale  where  it  realized  $18,700  and  was  catalogued  as  follows: 

“Very  sharply  struck  and  perfectly  centered.  Partially  proof- 
like surfaces  and  natural  medium,  coppery  gold  toning.  A few 
faint  central  obverse  adjustment  marks  and  a rim  defect  (as

made)  above  TAT  in  ST ATES  but  the  surfaces  are  really  quite 
clean  for  this  grade.  The  rarest  early  Eagle  by  far  (perhaps 
twice  as  rare  as  the  famous  1798/7  7x6  Stars)  and,  in  fact,  the 

1795  9 Leaves  lays  strong  claim  to  being  the  rarest  of  all  U.S. 
Eagles.  Note:  The  1795  9 Leaves  Eagle  was  minted  from  only  a 
single  pair  of  dies  (Robert  P.  Hilt’s  “2-B”dies)  and  constituted 
just  a small  portion  of  the  960  Eagles  delivered  on  June  22, 

1796  under  Warrant  No.  60.  Hilt  estimates  that  only  210  of  the 
960  were  the  9 Leaves  variety,  a number  that  certainly  seems 
consistent  with  the  coin’s  rarity. 

With  the  help  of  Mr.  Carl  Carlson  of  Stack's  who  is  currently 
preparing  an  article  on  this  9 Leaves  variety,  we  present  here 
the  most  up-to-date  compilation  of  known  specimens: 

1 ) The  Newcomer-Woodin-Granberg  coin  pictured  in  The 
Coin  Collector’s  Journal  of  1934.  Called  “ Very  Fine”  by 
Walter  Breen  based  on  a cursory  examination  of  the 
photo.  Carl  Carlson’s  more  careful  analysis  of  the  photo 
indicates  that  this  is  probably  the  “Unc.  ’’piece  listed  below 
as  No.  5. 

2)  The  ' Cicero ” coin  (New  Netherlands  55th  Sale,  1960). 
Extremely  Fine  with  severe  planchet  problems. 

3)  The  Watson  Sale  coin  (Stack’s,  1968,  Lot  1863).  Very  Fine, 
cleaned  with  an  abrasive. 

4)  The  “ Walter  Breen  II”  Sale  coin  (Pine  Tree,  1975),  later 
appearing  in  K agio’s  1977  ANA  Sale.  Almost  Uncirculated, 
cleaned,  planchet  defect  at  9th  star, 

5)  The  New  Netherlands  61st  Sale  (June  1970)  coin,  Ex 
Angus  Black  Collection.  Uncirculated.  Now  believed  to  be 
in  a prominent  Texas  collection.  Probably  the  same  coin 
as  No.  1 above. 

6)  The  Art  Lovi  Collection  Sale  coin  (Stack’s,  1968,  Lot  372). 
Almost  Uncirculated,  proof  I ike. 

7)  This  specimen.  Extremely  Fine. 

At  most  one  or  two  others  exist  making  this  a solid  R-7  item. 
Since  the  most  recent  auction  record  was  more  than  nine 
years  ago  when  No.  4 above  realized  $9,000,  it  is  difficult  to 
estimate  the  value  of  this  piece,  but  we  feel  that  it  should  bring 
between  $12,000  and  $15,000.  Of  course,  when  real  numis- 
matic rarity  comes  back  in  fashion,  the  potential  of  a coin  like 
this  will  be  tremendous.  ” 

Note:  At  Stack’s  December  1986  Sale,  specimen  No.  3 above  also 
realized  $18,700.  It  was  decidely  inferior  to  this  coin.  (Color  Plate) 
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449.  1803,  Extremely  Fine  45.  Small  reverse  stars.  Well  struck  and  nicely  centered. 
Cleaned  at  one  time  and  now  rather  dull  and  hairlined  with  medium  orange  gold 
toning.  (Plate) 


POSSIBLY  FINEST  KNOWN  1850  EAGLE 


450.  1850,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A partially  prooflike,  rich  golden  toned 
specimen  with  superb  original  lustre  and  minimal  marks,  none  of  serious 
consequence.  As  a date,  the  1850  is  scarce  but  not  rare.  However,  in  full 
mint  state  it  is  extremely  rare  and  this  particular  example  is  as  fine  as  any 
we  can  recall  seeing.  In  fact,  it  may  well  be  the  choicest  mint  state  1850 
Eagle  in  existence.  (Color  Plate) 


EXCEEDINGLY  RARE  1859  MINT  STATE  EAGLE 
Finest  Known-Possibly  Unique  In  This  Grade 


451.  1859,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  A sensational  coin  that  is  unmatched, 
indeed,  not  even  closely  approached,  in  overall  quality  by  any  other 
known  example  of  the  date.  It  is  very  sharply  struck  and  has  almost  fully 
prooflike  surfaces.  The  color  is  a deep  orange  gold  and  the  overall 
appearance  and  “eye  appeal”  of  the  coin  are  truly  excellent.  By  far,  the 
FINEST  KNOWN  specimen. 

Only  16,093  1859  Eagles  were  minted  and  so  it  is  no  surprise  that  it  is  a 
rare  date  in  any  condition.  In  AU,  no  more  than  a handful  of  pieces  are 
known  and  until  we  saw  this  piece  we  had  seen  only  one  example  with  any 
pretense  to  mint  state,  that  a marginal  MS-60  coin  we  sold  some  years 
ago.  Whatever  this  coin  brings  (probably  $10, 000-$1 5,000)  will  be  a bar- 
gain because  it  is  a one-of-a  kind  coin  that  could  not  be  duplicated  at  any 
price.  (Color  Plate) 
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452.  A group  of  three  (3)  original  mint  state  S-Mint  Liberty  Head  Eagles  including  1888-S, 
1901-S  and  1902-S.  All  three  grade  Uncirculated  60+  or  better  and  are  well  struck 
with  superb  lustre  and  greenish  gold  and  orange  toning.  Three  pieces. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  CHOICE  MINT  STATE  1895-S  $10  GOLD 
Possibly  2nd  Finest  Known 


453.  1895-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  An  amazing  example  of  this  grossly 
underrated  date.  It  is  by  far  the  finest  we  have  ever  handled  and  the 
second  best  we  have  ever  seen.  (Eliasberg’s  coin,  the  only  known  gem, 
brought  $14,300  in  late  1982.)  This  piece  is  fully  struck  with  prooflike 
fields,  absolutely  radiant  lustre  and  superb  coppery  gold  toning.  It  has  a 
few  light  bagmarks  but  none  are  worthy  of  special  mention.  Recently 
discovered  in  the  San  Francisco  Bay  area,  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge 
this  piece  has  never  before  been  on  the  numismatic  market. 

There  are  many  coins  in  this  sale  that  will  bring  far  more  than  this 
1895-S  Eagle,  but  almost  none  of  them  are  more  rare  or  as  hard  to 
duplicate  as  this  piece  would  be.  Those  who  believe  only  in  quality  first 
and  nothing  else  second  will  pass  on  this  coin.  But  the  person  who  wants 
a flashy  looking  coin  of  the  utmost  rarity  at  a reasonable  price  need  not 
look  any  further  than  this  choice  1895-S  Eagle.  (Color  Plate) 


454.  1901-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A lovely,  original  coin  with  full  frosty  mint 
lustre  and  superb  medium  orange  gold  toning. 

455.  1902-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  Blazing  mint  lustre  and  a 100%  full  strike.  Some 
very  light  bagmarks  but  certainly  a very  “flashy”  coin. 

456.  1907-D,  Choice  Uncirculated  63+.  A completely  original  coin  with  great  lustre, 
relatively  clean  semi-prooflike  surfaces  and  superb  natural  greenish  gold  and 

orange  toning.  (Plate) 
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457.  1907,  Indian  Head,  No  Periods,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  The  regular  issue.  Fully 
lustrous  with  beautiful  coppery  gold  toning.  A few  random  hairlines  but  virtually 
no  marks. 

RARE  AND  POPULAR  1908-S  $10  IN  VERY  CHOICE  UNC. 


458.  1908-S,  Very  Choice  Uncirculated  64.  A super  lustrous,  fully  struck  specimen  with 
attractive  yellow  gold  color  highlighted  with  some  copper  toning.  There  is  one  tiny 
mark  on  Liberty’s  jaw  and  a few  very  faint  hairlines  but  overall  the  coin  is  extremely 
clean. 

With  only  59,850  pieces  minted,  the  1908-S  is  one  of  the  rarest,  lowest  mintage 
dates  of  the  popular  Indian  Head  Eagle  series.  Although  gems  and  even  a few  really 
superb  examples  of  this  date  do  exist,  it  still  must  be  considered  rare  in  any  grade 
above  MS-60.  (Color  Plate) 

459.  1908-S,  Uncirculated  60+ . Well  struck  and  lustrous  with  attractive  medium  coppery 
gold  toning.  A rare,  low  mintage  date  and  one  of  the  “keys”  in  this  popular  series.

460.  1909-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Superb,  rich  greenish  gold  toning  and  radiant  lustre. 
The  surfaces  of  the  coin  are  very  clean  with  no  more  than  a few  very  light  bagmarks 
and  hairlines.  Excellent  “eye  appeal”.  Very  scarce  date  in  this  high  grade. 
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461 . 1910-S,  Choice  Uncirculated  63.  Light  coppery  gold  toning  and  full  satiny  mint  lustre.

The  decision  to  abandon  Robert  Scot’s  Flowing  Hair  design  for  the 
Silver  Dollars  was  occasioned  by  criticism  in  the  press  and  by  the  pub- 
lic, in  much  the  same  way  (and  for  the  same  reasons)  as  the  Chain  and 
then  the  Wreath  Cent  designs  of  1793  had  been  dropped.  The  decision 
was  made  easier  by  Mint  Director  Henry  De  Saussure’s  desire  to  im- 
prove the  artistic  quality  of  the  coins.  He  had  a new  obverse  designed 
by  Gilbert  Stuart.  The  dies  for  this  design  were  engraved  by  Jacob 
Eckstein,  and  striking  commenced  towards  the  end  of  1795.  The  ob- 
verse was  somewhat  modified  to  accomodate  the  new  Small  Eagle  re- 
verse, but  not  quite  enough  as  the  reverses  are  always  in  lower  relief 
than  the  obverses.  This  was  quite  obviously  the  first  use  of  this  design 
with  the  bust  placed  too  far  to  the  left.  We  disagree  with  Hilt  who  feels 
the  centrally  located  head  was  first.  The  subsequent  use  of  the  central- 
ly located  head  for  the  balance  of  the  bust  dollars  certainly  bears  out 
our  contention  that  the  B.14  was  the  first  issuance  of  the  new  design. 

This  is  a perfectly  beautiful  example  of  a classic  design  as  it  is  al- 
most medallic  in  nature.

The  Panama-Pacific  Exposition  was  held  in  San  Francisco  from  Feb- 
ruary 20th  to  December  4th,  1915,  in  celebration  of  the  construction 
and  opening  of  the  Panama  Canal.  It  was  one  of  the  largest  expositions 
ever  held  in  the  United  States  and  attracted  world-wide  attention.  For- 
ty-four States,  United  States  Territories,  and  thirty-six  foreign  nations 
were  represented.  The  coins  struck  in  connection  with  the  Exposition 
are  among  the  most  interesting  of  the  United  States  Commemorative 
issues. 

These  were  the  only  Fifty  Dollar  Gold  coins  to  be  issued  under  the 
authority  of  the  United  States  Government.  Approximately  1,500  sets 
were  struck,  although  only  483  sets  were  sold  at  the  Exposition.  The 
balance  of  the  issue  was  remelted.  We  doubt  if  more  than  half  of  those 
sold  still  exist,  making  it  quite  rare.  This  is  probably  the  most  popular 
and  sought-after  set  of  coins  on  the  market  today.  These  sets  were 
originally  sold  for  $200.00  back  in  1915,  and  have  steadily  increased  in 
value.

The  “Contract  for  Smelting  and  Assaying  Gold  in  California,”  as  authorized  by  the 
31st  Congress  on  September  30,  1850,  was  transferred  by  the  Treasury  Department  to  a 
new  partnership.  Augustus  Humbert  stayed  on  as  U.S.  Assayer  with  the  organization 
now  called  The  United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold.  In  spite  of  the  slight  change  in  title 
the  firm  continued  to  work  as  a provisional  mint  operating  under  emergency  conditions. 
While  the  designs  adopted  for  the  issues  included  an  undeniably  American  Eagle,  the 
coins  deliberately  avoided  any  close  resemblance  to  those  of  the  regular  U.S.  mints. 
Nevertheless  the  fact  that  they  carried  the  legend  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  gave 
them  an  official  status  and  guaranteed  their  weight  and  fineness.

She  had  viewed  the  latter,  some  years 
previously,  at  Evergreen  House,  and  had  dreamed  about  the  coin,  even  though  it  was  thought 
to  be  permanently  impounded  by  Johns  Hopkins  University. 

Over  the  years  her  fierce  desire  and  persistence  gained  her  a reputation  as  one  of 
the  most  respected,  most  knowledgeable,  and  most  consulted  dollar  experts  in  the  country. 
Her  Silver  Dollar  set  reflects  this.

We  feel  quite  comfortable  with  this 
designation,  and  also  might  add  that  at  the  time  we  received  this  coin  from 
Mrs.  Goldfreed,  we  were  fortunate  to  have  in  stock  a true  proof  1893-CC.

1 501  1829  Valentine-3.  Rarity-1.  Large  Date.  Triple  stripes  in  the  shield.  Mint  State  64.  Fully 

struck  with  high  wire  rims  and  sharp  denticles  on  both  the  obverse  and  the  reverse.  The 
obverse  is  satiny  and  slightly  prooflike  with  murky  pastel  toning;  the  reverse  is  frosty  and 
shows  similar  but  somewhat  lighter  pastel  shadings.  An  impressive  example  of  this  popular 
first  year  of  type  issue.

An  awesome  coin  that  is  absolutely  breathtaking  in 
appearance.  A very  slightly  shallow  strike  at  the  centers,  but  quite  boldly  impressed  at 
the  peripheries.

1 509  1852.  Valentine-4.  Mint  State  64.  The  surfaces  are  virtually  immaculate,  although  struck 

from  fairly  heavily  clashed  dies  which  gives  the  impression  of  marks  in  the  fields.  In  addi- 
tion, some  of  the  stars  are  weak.  The  lustrous  surfaces  are  overlaid  with  pale  salmon  and 
chartreuse  toning  with  some  midnight  blue  overtones  on  the  reverse.  This  is  a scarce  and 
very  underrated  date  in  Mint  State.

The  strike  is  very  bold  and  the  sur- 
faces are  satiny.  The  obverse  is  superbly  toned  in  hues  of  lavender,  burnt  gold  and  sea 
green;  the  central  reverse  is  pale  lilac  and  it  changes  to  electric  blue  and  lavender  at  the 
peripheries.  As  is  well  known,  business  strikes  of  this  date  are  rare.  We  have  never  seen 
a finer  1863  Half  Dime  than  this  coin,  and  feel  confident  that  this  gem  is  probably  the 
Finest  Known  business  strike  to  exist.

1864.  Unlisted  in  Valentine.  Perfect  D in  UNITED;  both  ends  of  the  ribbons  are  clear.  Mint 
State  65.  An  unquestionable  business  strike  with  considerable  frosty  mint  lustre,  as  well 
as  heavy  clash  marks  on  both  the  obverse  and  the  reverse.  Both  sides  show  mellow  gold 
centers  which  change  to  fuchsia  and  electric  blue  towards  the  rims.  Gem  business  strike 
1864  Half  Dimes  have  long  been  prized  as  rarities,  and  very  few  of  the  48,000  which 
were  struck  have  survived  in  this  marvelous  state  of  preservation.

An  unquestionable  business  strike  with  frosty  and  semi-prooflike  surfaces  exhibiting  strong 
clash  marks  on  the  obverse.  Both  sides  are  similarly  toned  with  speckled  pastel  hues  below 
a rich  steel  and  gold  overtone.  Only  8,000  business  strikes  were  produced,  giving  this 
date  the  lowest  mintage  figure  of  all  regular  issue  Seated  Liberty  Half  Dimes. 


1 523  1871.  Valentine-1.  Mint  State  65.  Semi-prooflike,  especially  the  reverse.  The  obverse  is 

somewhat  soft  in  the  center,  but  this  appears  to  be  the  result  of  die  rust.  Both  sides  display 
superb  rainbow  iridescent  toning  and  an  absence  of  visible  marks.  This  is  a truly  beautiful 
little  coin. 


1 524  1872.  Valentine-3.  Mint  State  64.  Struck  from  lightly  clashed  dies,  but  fully  detailed  on 

Liberty's  head  as  well  as  on  the  wreath.  The  surfaces  are  frosty  and  lightly  toned.  There 
are  some  dark  toning  spots  which  rest  on  both  the  obverse  and  the  reverse  which  attest 
to  its  originality.

This  piece  is  a full- 
blown cameo  gem  with  superb  gold,  blue  and  green  toning,  in  different  configurations, 
on  the  obverse  and  the  reverse.  The  surfaces  are  fully  reflective  and  are  free  of  hairlines 
and  / or  marks.  Only  600  Proofs  struck. 


1 526  1873.  Valentine-2.  Brilliant  Proof  65+.  A second  superb  gem,  absolutely  pristine  and  featur- 

ing superb  obverse  color  with  flashes  of  blue  and  gold;  the  reverse  is  a uniform  steel  blue 
with  natural  iridescence.  Both  sides  are  reflective  and  entirely  free  of  marks.  Only  600 
Proofs  struck.

This  beauty  certainly  ranks  among  the  finest  of 
the  600  Proofs  struck.

ble atop  shimmering  reflective  surfaces.  Any  one  of  these  would  make  an  outstanding 
addition  to  a collection  of  19th  Century  Proof  coins.

1 530  1796.  Reich-1.  Rarity-3.  Rim  break  at  first  star.  About  Uncirculated  55.  A sharply  struck 

example  with  full  denticles  and  considerable  sharpness  on  the  eagle's  head.  The  surfaces 
are  toned  to  a rich  steel  gray  with  blue  and  green  pastel  shadings  in  the  protected  areas. 
There  is  a considerable  amount  of  lustre  remaining  and  the  surfaces  are  clean,  save  for 
a few  ancient  handling  marks  in  the  fields.  What  little  wear  this  coin  has,  is  gentle  and 
confined  to  the  highest  relief  areas.  A splendid  example  of  our  first  Dime  and  a piece  which 
is  far  more  pleasing  than  many  examples  which  are  sold  as  Mint  State.

1 531  1805.  Reich-2.  Rarity-2.  Four  berries.  Mint  State  63.  A very  bold  impression  for  the  date 

and  variety  with  sharp  hair  and  over  50%  of  the  denticles  visible  on  both  sides.  The  sur- 
faces are  remarkably  clean  and  lustrous  with  superb  mottled  lavender  and  gold  toning 
which  become  deeper  at  the  peripheries.  While  this  date  is  occassionally  found  in  Mint 
State,  it  is  extremely  unusual  to  locate  a specimen,  such  as  this,  which  has  never  been 
cleaned  or  dipped.  This  splendid  Dime  would  certainly  be  a highlight  to  a type  set.

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1 532  1807.  Reich-1.  Later  die  state  with  the  dies  clashed,  swollen  at  the  stars  and 
worn.  Mint  State  60+.  As  one  might  expect,  this  coin  shows  a bit  of  an  erratic 
strike.  The  stars  at  the  left  and  the  corresponding  reverse  are  quite  weak,  while 
the  centers  are  reasonably  sharp.  The  surfaces  show  full  lustre  below  a layer  of 
natural  pastel  toning.  A very  desirable  Dime  for  the  advanced  type  collector  or 
for  the  specialist.

1829.  Reich-2.  Large  IOC.  Struck  from  a cracked  obverse  die.  Mint  State  64.  A virtual 
full  strike  with  just  a touch  of  weakness  noted  on  the  left  wing  tip  of  the  eagle.  The  sur- 
faces are  frosty  and  white  with  a hint  of  pastel  toning.  Liberty's  cheek  is  undisturbed 
and  the  fields  are  very  clean.  To  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  the  only  comparable  example 
known  of  this  variety  was  the  gem  which  was  sold  in  the  1982  ANA  Sale.

1835.  Reich-4.  Rarity-2.  Low,  large  3 in  the  date.  Mint  State  64.  Very  well  struck  and 
fully  lustrous  with  superb  lilac  and  delicate  amber  toning  which  is  deeper  in  hue  on  the 
reverse  than  it  is  on  the  obverse.  The  surfaces  show  just  a few  light  scattered  marks, 
none  of  which  merit  any  notice.  This  piece  exceeds  the  Mint  State  63  example  described 
by  the  authors  of  Early  United  States  Dimes  as  the  "finest  seen"  for  this  variety.  Thus, 
this  may  well  be  the  Finest  Known  example  of  this  variety. 
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1 535  1875-S.  Mint  mark  above  bow.  Mint  State  65.  At  first  glimpse,  the  strike  appears  soft, 

but  this  is,  in  fact,  an  illusion  which  is  caused  by  the  depth  of  the  toning;  the  strike  is 
actually  quite  sharp.  The  toning  is  superb  deep  rose  gray  changing  to  a plethora  of  pastels 
as  the  coin  enters  a light  source.  This  is  by  far  the  scarcer  of  the  two  varieties  for  this 
date  and  issue  and  examples  of  this  quality  are  quite  rare. 


1 536  1875-S.  Mint  mark  below  bow.  Mint  State  65+.  A visual  twin  to  the  last  coin,  and  similarly, 

a much  sharper  strike  than  at  first  glimpse  The  color  is  superb  with  sparkling  pastel  shades 
below  rich  gray  rose  shadings.  This  is  not  a rare  date,  but  no  Seated  Liberty  Dime  of  this 
era  is  easily  located  in  this  grade. 


1 537  1883.  Mint  State  67.  Sharply  struck  except  for  a touch  of  weakness  at  the  top  of  Liber- 

ty's head.  This  is  a superb  coin  with  undisturbed  frosty  surfaces  which  are  covered  by 
splashes  of  lavender,  antique  gold  and  blue.  The  toning  and  obvious  originality  of  this  coin 
makes  it  worthy  of  a strong  bid.

gray  and  blue  bands.  This  coin  was  obtained  by  the  consignor's  family  directly  from  the 
Mint  at  its  time  of  issue  and  it  was,  obviously,  very  carefully  preserved  since  then. 


1 540  1886.  Mint  State  67.  Sharply  struck  with  a full  head.  A second  superb  example  with  vir- 

tually identical  toning  to  the  last  coin.  This  piece  was  as  well,  obtained  by  the  consignor's 
family  directly  from  the  Mint  at  its  time  of  issue. 
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1 541  1890-S.  Mint  State  65.  Very  sharply  struck  for  the  issue  with  a full  head.  The  satiny  sur- 

faces are  immaculate  and  show  deep  rose  gray  toning  with  pastel  undertones.  This  date 
is  much  scarcer  than  its  mintage  figure  would  indicate  and  in  strict  Mint  State  65  it  is 
actually  quite  rare.

1891-0.  Mint  State  64.  A typical  strike  with  Liberty's  head  and  OF  AMERICA  weakly  im- 
pressed; the  reverse  is  quite  sharp.  The  surfaces  are  satiny  and  clean.  The  obverse  is  white 
with  pale  rose  toning  around  the  borders,  while  the  reverse  is  a lovely  blend  of  amber, 
electric  blue  and  lavender.  Were  the  obverse  just  a bit  more  sharply  struck,  this  coin  would 
easily  qualify  as  a gem.

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1 558  1878-CC.  "Cancelled  obverse"  variety  with  a long,  raised  die  scratch  visible  on  Liberty's 

thigh.  Mint  State  65.  A superb  Carson  City  Quarter  Dollar  which  is  satiny  and  well  struck. 
The  obverse  is  a blend  of  sea  green  and  golden  hues,  while  the  reverse  is  an  exquisite 
blend  of  deep  lavender  and  electric  blue.

The  obverse 
is  a blend  of  lavender  and  sea  green,  while  the  reverse  mixes  violet,  royal  blue 
and  deep  sea  green  hues.  The  surfaces  are  highly  lustrous  and  unusually  clean 
with  Liberty's  cheek  entirely  undisturbed.  An  unimprovable  type  coin,  as  well 
as  a very  scarce  variety  in  this  grade. 


1 581  1830.  Small  0's.  Overton-110.  Rarity-3.  Late  die  state  with  extensive  rust  noted  over  the 

eagle's  head  and  behind  its  neck.  Mint  State  64.  Sharply  struck  and  frosty  with  some 
light  russet  toning  which  becomes  deeper  at  the  rims.  The  only  visible  marks  on  the  sur- 
faces are  those  caused  by  the  rusted  dies  which  we  described  above.  A choice  coin  for 
the  grade  and  a very  scarce  variety  in  this  grade  as  well. 


1 582  1830.  Small  0's.  Overton-111.  Rarity-1.  Mint  State  64.  An  especially  well  struck  example

This  is  a very  popular 
variety  which  often  commands  a premium  amongst  specialists.

Both  the  obverse  and 
the  reverse  are  unspotted  and  they  lack  the  granularity  which  is  often  present  on  the  sur- 
faces of  1880  Proof  Nickels.  One  of  3,955  struck. 


1 665  1881.  PCGS  graded  Proof  65.  A magnificent,  unspotted  late-in-the-year  Proof  striking  with 

surfaces  which  are  somewhat  suggestive  of  a business  strike.  The  vibrant  surfaces  are 
virtually  untoned  with  a hint  of  gold  noted  at  the  inner  obverse  rim.  The  relative  scarcity 
of  true  business  strike  1881  Nickels  has  always  made  the  Proofs  of  this  date  very  popular 
amongst  collectors.

It  has  become  extremely  dif- 
ficult to  locate  Proof  Shield  Nickels  of  this  quality,  as  most  offered  for  sale  have  either 
been  heavily  cleaned,  are  quite  dull,  or  show  an  excessive  number  of  spots  on  their  sur- 
faces. This  beauty  is  the  exception  and  rates  among  the  best  of  this  last  year  of  issue 
that  we  have  seen  in  some  time.

piece  is  a definite  business  strike.  We  base  our  conclusion  on  the  fact  that  the  surfaces 
are  frosty,  with  little  mirror-like  reflection  noted  and  the  rims  are  not  as  squared  as  on 
a typical  Proof  Liberty  Nickel  of  this  era.  This  attractive  coin  is  further  enhanced  by  its 
russet  and  violet  toning,  as  well  as  an  absence  of  spots.  This  is  one  of  the  nicer  1886 
Nickels,  business  strike  or  Proof,  which  we  have  seen  in  some  time.

The  lustrous  surfaces  are 
toned  to  a rich  gray  hue  with  vivid  pastel  splashes  below.  This  is  a very  rare  and  under- 
rated date  in  Mint  State.  The  great  majority  of  1850-0  Dimes  were  melted  in  1853,  when 
the  weight  of  the  Dime  was  reduced  from  2.67  grams  to  2.49  grams.

The  strike  is  quite 
sharp  with  all  of  the  details  bold,  except  for  the  upper  stars  on  the  reverse.  The 
surfaces  are  exceedingly  lustrous  and  they  exhibit  lovely  original  reddish  gold, 
violet  and  blue  toning.

Quite  well  detailed  despite  having  been  struck  from  clashed  and  a slightly  cracked 
reverse  die.  The  obverse  and  the  reverse  are  relatively  clean  and  show  subdued  mint  lustre 
below  natural  light  russet  toning.  We  note  a minute  obverse  rim  tic  at  1 o'clock.  A pleas- 
ing large  size  Capped  Bust  Quarter  which  is  excellent  for  type  purposes.

The  strike  is  extremely  sharp  with  strong 
centers  and  full  radial  lines  to  the  stars.  The  surfaces  are  lustrous  and  exhibit  silvery  olive 
and  deep  golden  shadings.  A few  trivial  marks  are  visible,  but  none  of  these  actually  break 
into  the  surfaces.  The  large  size  Capped  Bust  Quarter  remains  one  of  the  more  difficult 
early  silver  types  to  procure  in  strict  Mint  State.

Very  well  struck  and 
lustrous  with  some  slightly  prooflike  surfaces  visible  on  the  obverse.  Both  sides  are  toned 
to  a deep  golden  gray  with  underlying  tinges  of  iridescence.  This  is  by  far  the  scarcer 
of  the  two  varieties  of  the  year,  and  strictly  Mint  State  examples  are  very  scarce.

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T 7 1 7 1833.  No  period  after  C in  the  value.  Browning-2.  Rarity-1.  Struck  from  a rusted  obverse 

die.  Mint  State  64.  Previously  sold  as  Lot  1612  in  Paramount's  session  of  Auction  '86, 
and  there  described  as  follows:  "Fully  struck  with  warm,  medium  gray  and  gold  toning 
and  clean,  frosty  surfaces.  Evidence  of  die  clashing  and  die  rust  as  on  all  known  examples 
of  this  date  (which  is  undoubtedly  the  rarest  of  the  short-lived  type)  but  the  rust  pits  are 
much  less  prominent  than  they  are  on  most  1833's.  Just  to  the  right  of  the  date  are  some 
scratches  which  were  purposedly  made  and  appear  to  be  initials  'W.W.'  This  could  mean 
that  this  coin  was  once  the  property  of  William  H.  Woodin  who,  after  having  some  coins 
stolen,  began  initialing  all  of  his  coins  for  future  identification.  Even  with  the  'initials'  which 
are  scarcely  noticeable  due  to  the  toning,  this  coin  ranks  with  the  finest  examples  of  this 
date  that  we  have  seen." 


1718  1834.  No  period  after  C in  the  value.  Browning-lc.  Rarity-1.  Struck  from  a cracked  obverse 

die  with  the  arc  crack  from  star  1 to  star  13  sharply  defined.  Mint  State  60+.  Well  struck 
and  lustrous  with  superb  pastel  toning  below  an  even  layer  of  rich  golden  color.  The  sur- 
faces are  lightly  marked  but  the  depth  of  the  toning  basically  conceals  these. 


1719  1839  No  Drapery.  Mint  State  63.  Struck  from  a cracked  reverse  die.  The  obverse  shows 

good  detail  on  Liberty's  head  and  the  stars;  there  is  a bit  of  softness  noted  on  the  eagle's 
right  wing  tip,  neck  and  OF  AMER.  Both  sides  are  very  lustrous;  the  obverse  is  toned  to 
a light  gold  while  the  reverse  is  totally  white.  This  is  a legitimately  scarce  date  in  this 
grade,  and  it  is  always  in  demand  as  one  of  only  two  No  Drapery  Quarters  to  be  struck 
at  the  Philadelphia  Mint. 
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1 720  1860.  Brilliant  Proof  60+.  A film  of  pale  gray  toning  is  visible  on  the  obverse  and  the  reverse 

Both  sides  are  reflective  with  just  a few  light  hairlines  visible.  This  is  a much  scarcer  issue 
as  a Proof  than  its  original  mintage  figure  of  1,000  would  suggest,  as  many  as  475  pieces 
went  unsold  and  were  later  melted.

Both  the  obverse  and  the  reverse  are  very 
reflective  and  virtually  free  of  hairlines  and  / or  marks.  This  is  a very  pleasing  piece  which 
is  always  popular  as  a "Without  Motto"  type  coin.  Only  550  Proofs  were  struck. 


1 722  1863.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  A beautiful  coin  with  a strong  cameo  appearance.  The  device 

is  heavily  frosted  and  toned  to  a light  russet  while  the  fields  are  reflective  and  display 
lovely  smoky  rose  color.  The  reverse  shows  bands  of  electric  blue  iridescence.  Only  460 
Proofs  were  struck.

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1 723  1871.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  A simply  stunning  coin  with  an  ultra-deep  cameo  appearance. 

Both  sides  are  mostly  untoned  with  some  russet  toning  just  taking  hold  of  the  peripheries. 
The  surfaces  are  exceedingly  reflective  and  strictly  original.  One  of  only  960  pieces  struck. 
Only  a few  of  the  survivors  have  as  much  eye  appeal  as  this  piece. 


1 724  1874-S  Arrows.  Mint  State  65.  Sharply  struck  and  frosty  with  superb  golden  sunset  and 

pale  lavender  toning  atop  very  clean  surfaces.  The  presence  of  numerous  Gem  Uncirculated 
1874-S  Arrows  Quarters  in  our  session  of  Auction  '87,  should  not  mislead  the  collector 
into  thinking  that  this  date  is  common  to  the  grade.  It  is  not,  it  is  simply  a great  oppor- 
tunity to  select  an  outstanding  type  coin. 


1 725  1876.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  A magnificent  Proof  example  with  strong  contrast  between 

a heavily  frosted  device  and,  reflective  fields  obscured  by  the  depth  of  the  superb  greenish 
and  burnt  gold  toning.  Both  sides  are  fully  mirrored  and  appear  to  be  free  of  hairlines 
and  / or  marks.  This  is  a premium  quality  coin  for  the  grade.  Only  1,150  Proofs  were  struck.

1 726  1878-S.  Mint  State  64.  Sharply  struck  and  satiny  with  superb  sea  green,  russet 
and  gold  pastel  toning  on  the  obverse  and  the  reverse.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean 
with  no  marks  noted.  This  is  a very  rare  and  vastly  underrated  date  in  Mint  State. 
One  need  only  review  auction  records  from  the  past  few  years  to  see  just  how 
few  Mint  State  specimens  have  actually  been  sold.  This  is  an  important  oppor- 
tunity for  the  Seated  Liberty  Quarter  specialist. 


1727  1879.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  A stunning,  totally  white  cameo  Proof  striking  which  con- 

tains liberal  amounts  of  frost  against  the  glittering  mirror  surfaces.  This  is  an  intensely 
lustrous  coin  with  no  hairlines  or  marks  visible  to  the  naked  eye.  Only  1,100  Proofs  were 
struck. 


1 728  1880.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Superb  multicolor  iridescent  toning  enlivens  the  highly  reflective 

surfaces.  There  is  one  tiny  mint-caused  mark  below  the  eagle's  beak  that  is  hardly  wor- 
thy of  note.  This  coin  is  absolutely  exquisite  with  its  arrangement  of  blues,  violets  and 
golds.  Popular  low  mintage  date  with  a total  of  1,355  Proofs  struck. 
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1729  1880.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  A wonderful,  reflective  Proof  specimen  with  smoky  russet 

gray  toning  which  changes  to  violet  and  orange  on  the  underlying  areas  of  the  obverse, 
and  light  gold  and  orange  on  the  reverse.  We  note  a few  very  faint  hairlines  in  the  right 
obverse  field.

Both  sides  are  free  of  toning  and  show  some  light  marks;  the  vast  majority  of  these 
are  clustered  on  the  obverse  device  but  are  well  concealed  by  the  presence  of  heavy 
frosting.

toning  atop  absolutely  impeccable  surfaces.  The  right  side  of  the  reverse  shows  deeper, 
somewhat  iridescent  color.  This  coin  should  generate  considerable  interest  amongst  type 
collectors.  Only  710  Proofs  were  struck. 


1 734  1887.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  This  coin  is  a virtual  twin  to  the  previously  offered  PCGS 

graded  1883  Quarter  Dollar,  both  in  terms  of  the  multicolor  toning  and  appearance.  As 
with  that  other  coin,  this  piece  is  totally  original  and  it  represents  a premium  quality  for 
the  grade.  Only  710  Proofs  were  struck.

1 735  1891.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  The  obverse  shows  good  contrast  and  lovely  sunset  iridescent 

toning;  the  reverse  is  toned  dusky  mauve  and  russet  hues.  Both  sides  are  reflective  and 
free  of  hairlines.  This  beauty  has  plenty  of  eye  appeal.  Only  600  pieces  were  struck. 
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1 7 36  1892.  PCGS  graded  Proof  66.  An  extremely  deep  cameo  obverse  is  the  result  of  the  frosted 

device  contrasted  by  superb  iridescent  toning  atop  deeply  mirrored  surfaces.  The  reverse 
has  a golden  center  which  is  framed  by  rings  of  violet,  royal  blue  and  sea  green.  Only 
a handful  of  Proof  Barber  Quarters  have  been  accorded  the  lofty  grade  of  "Proof  66” 
by  PCGS. 


1 737  1893.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  An  unusually  bold  impression,  even  for  a Proof,  with  ultra-broad 

rims  accentuated  by  partial  wire  edges.  The  obverse  shows  strong  cameo  contrast  with 
light  smoky  toning;  the  reverse  shows  deeper  violet  hues.  The  reflective  fields  are  free 
of  hairlines,  just  some  light  marks  appear  on  the  frosty  raised  devices.  A total  of  792 
Proofs  were  struck. 


1 738  1897.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  A wonderful  cameo  Proof  example  with  the  devices  heavily  frosted 

and  strongly  contrasted  by  ultra-reflective  fields.  The  watery  surfaces  show  just  the 
slightest  amount  of  toning  with  some  cloudiness  visible  at  the  date.  Only  731  Proofs  were 
struck. 


1 739  1902.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  A sharply  struck  and  lustrous  example  with  golden 

iridescent  toning  on  the  obverse,  and  lighter  russet  and  gold  shadings  on  the  reverse.  Some 
faint  marks  are  noted  below  the  eye  and  on  Liberty's  cheek.  This  is  an  excellent  piece 
for  the  type  collector  who  is  seeking  a premium  quality  Barber  Quarter. 
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1 740  1902.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  This  second  gem  1902  Barber  Quarter  is  fully  struck 

and  intensely  lustrous.  It  exhibits  pale  charcoal  violet  and  gold  color  in  varying  shades 
on  both  its  obverse  and  reverse.  The  satiny  surfaces  are  immaculate  with  the  portrait  free 
of  slide  marks  and  / or  small  abrasions.  We  can  enthusiastically  recommend  this  lovely 
coin  to  the  type  collector. 


1741  1906-0.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  65.  Very  sharply  struck  for  the  date  and  mint  and 

possessing  intense  mint  frost.  There  is  a trace  of  toning  in  the  obverse  periphery;  the 
reverse  is  totally  white.  We  note  a few  very  light  scuff  marks  on  the  bust;  the  reverse 
is  superb  in  every  respect.  This  is  yet  another  scarcer  date  Barber  Quarter  which  can, 
in  present  market  conditions,  be  purchased  for  a "type  coin"  price. 


1 742  1907.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  A dazzling  Proof  specimen  with  a veil  of  pale  cloudy  ton- 

ing resting  atop  extremely  reflective  surfaces.  Were  there  not  two  tiny  marks  in  the  right 
obverse  field,  this  coin  would  have  certainly  been  graded  a full  point  higher.  One  of  only 
575  Proofs  struck.

1910.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  A wholly  original  Gem  Proof  Barber  Quarter  whose  undisturbed 
surfaces  are  topped  by  mottled  pastel  splashes.  This  is  a very  pretty  coin  which  would 
fit  comfortably  into  any  type  set.  Only  551  Proofs  were  struck. 
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1 744  1910.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  An  entrancing  cameo  Proof  Barber  Quarter  with  the  frosted 

device  contrasted  by  some  pale,  cloudy  toning  in  the  obverse  fields;  the  reverse  is  un- 
toned and  has  full  brilliance.  One  of  only  551  Proofs  struck. 


1 745  1912-S.  Mint  State  64.  Untoned,  frosty  and  well  struck.  A scarce  date  in  this  grade  and 

a premium  example.  1913-D  Mint  State  64.  Frosty  and  very  well  struck  with  a hint  of 
light  russet  toning.  A slightly  scarcer  date  and,  again,  a premium  example.  Lot  of  2 coins.

Both  the  obverse  and 
reverse  are  lustrous  and  display  exquisite  multi-hued  iridescent  toning  with  gold,  char- 
treuse and  pinkish  hues  predominant.  A beautiful  blatantly,  original  Draped  Bust  Half  Dollar 
which  has  terrific  eye  appeal. 
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1 748  1806,  6 over  5.  Overton-103.  Rarity-2.  Obverse  crack  before  the  first  star.  Mint  State 

60+.  The  centers  are  softly  struck  as  are  most  examples  from  this  die  state;  the  points 
of  the  stars  extend  all  the  way  to  the  rims.  The  surfaces  are  lightly  marked  and  lustrous 
with  superb  orange  gold,  violet  and  sea  green  toning  which  is  similar  in  appearance  to 
the  color  visible  on  the  similarly  graded  1805  Half  Dollar  offered  above.  A tiny,  well  con- 
cealed dig  is  noted  before  Liberty's  chin.  This  is  a lovely  type  coin,  as  well  as  a scarce 
variety  in  this  grade. 


1 749  1808.  Overton-104.  Rarity-1.  Mint  State  63.  Struck  just  a bit  off-center  and,  as  a result, 

there  are  no  denticles  visible  at  the  lower  obverse  or  the  corresponding  reverse.  This  is 
a lustrous  and  strictly  original  Bust  Half  Dollar  with  superb  toning.  On  both  the  obverse 
and  the  reverse  the  rich  russet  centers  change  to  blue  and  sea  green  towards  the  edges. 
While  not  generally  recognized  as  such,  the  1808  constitutes  one-half  of  a distinct  two- 
year  type;  in  1809  both  the  portrait  and  the  eagle  were  totally  remodeled. 


1 750  1811.  Small  8.  Overton-112.  Rarity-5.  The  obverse  is  cracked  from  star  9 into  Liberty's 

hair.  Mint  State  60+.  Mostly  well  struck  although  the  left  stars  and  the  top  of  the  C in 
the  value  are  weak.  The  surfaces  are  semi-prooflike  with  a trace  of  gold  toning  taking 
shape.  A few  insignificant  marks  are  scattered  about.  This  is  a rare  variety  in  any  grade 
and  it  is,  as  well,  one  of  the  few  Mint  State  examples  to  reach  the  market  in  some  time.

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1751  1827.  Overton-115.  Vertical  die  defect  inside  2;  stripe  6 is  solid.  Rarity-2.  Mint  State  64. 

A boldly  struck,  frosty  mint  Brilliant  Uncirculated  specimen  with  attractive  violet  toning, 
deepening  to  royal  blue  and  turquoise  about  the  peripheries.  The  curls  are  complete  and 
the  clasp  is  well  defined,  as  are  all  the  breast  feathers  on  the  eagle.  This  frosty  mint 
specimen  would  make  an  ideal  type  coin. 


1 752  1841-0.  Mint  State  64.  Struck  from  a cracked  reverse  die,  yet  showing  an  extremely  bold 

impression  for  a New  Orleans  Half  Dollar  of  this  era.  The  surfaces  are  frosty  and  overlaid 
with  fiery  pastel  splashes  below  midnight  blue  overtones.  We  note  a tiny  rim  bump  to 
the  left  of  the  date.  This  is  a rare  and  very  underrated  issue  in  this  grade;  a perusal  of 
recent  auction  records  will  show  that  a comparable  1841-0  Half  Dollar  has  not  been  auc- 
tioned in  a number  of  years.

This  date,  despite 
its  relatively  high  mintage  figure  of  over  2.2  million  coins,  is  much  more  scarce  than  com- 
monly believed  in  the  upper  Mint  State  grades. 
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1754  1853  Arrows  and  Rays.  Mint  State  63.  Sharply  struck  and  frosty  with  just  a hint  of  natural 

gold  toning.  The  surfaces  are  devoid  of  heavy  abrasions  which  are  so  typical  to  this  issue. 
We  note  three  small  drift  marks  on  the  obverse,  as  struck.  This  is  a wonderful  example 
of  a popular  one-year  type,  as  well  as  a scarce  coin  in  this  grade.

1 755  1854  Arrows.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Previously  sold  as  Lot  1151  in  our  session  of  Auction 

'86  and  described  there  as  follows:  "A  magnificent  Brilliant  Proof  specimen,  an  ideal  match 
with  the  earlier  offered  Quarter.  Full  blazing  mirror  surfaces  on  both  sides,  including  proof- 
ness in  the  vertical  stripes  of  the  shield.  A needle-sharp  strike  with  partial  wire  rims  and 
nice  wide  borders.  There  is  no  doubt  about  the  true  Proof  status  of  this  magnificent 
specimen.  The  toning  is  fabulous  and  completely  original,  featuring  a blend  of  natural  pastel 
colors.  There  are  a few  insignificant  hairlines  in  the  fields,  none  of  which  are  worthy  of 
mention,  and  the  overall  quality  of  this  beautifully  toned  Proof  is  truly  exceptional.  Only 
about  half  a dozen  or  so  Proofs  known." 
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1 756  1854  Arrows.  Mint  State  64.  An  excellent  strike  for  the  date  with  no  heavy  clash  marks, 

die  sinking  or  rust  visible.  The  surfaces  are  frosty  and  the  obverse  and  reverse  are  both 
lightly  toned.  This  is  an  impressive  example  of  the  popular  Arrows  type  of  1854-1855. 


1 757  1858.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  A "late”  Proof  striking  as  shown  by  the  presence  of  a good  deal 

of  satiny  lustre  within  the  overall  consistency  of  the  surfaces.  The  strike  is  needle-sharp 
and  the  rims  possess  the  obvious  squared  configuration  which  is  found  on  true  Proofs. 
There  are  a few  light  mint-made  planchet  marks;  the  most  noticeable  of  these  is  located 
below  the  termination  of  the  olive  branch.  Rare;  only  40  or  so  Proofs  of  this  date  known. 
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1 758  1861  Confederate  Restrike.  Mint  State  63.  Graded  solely  by  the  reverse,  as  the  obverse 

was  struck  from  an  already  circulated  and  then  flattened  coin.  One  of  500  pieces  struck 
in  1879  by  the  New  York  coin  and  stamp  dealer,  J.  W.  Scott  & Co.  While  the  story  behind 
the  issuance  of  this  piece  is  well  known,  it  bears  repeating.  In  1879,  it  was  learned  that 
Dr.  B.  F.  Taylor  of  New  Orleans  owned  an  original  1861  Confederate  Half  Dollar,  as  well 
as  the  original  reverse  die.  J.  W.  Scott  & Co.  eventually  purchased  the  die,  and  decided 
to  offer  silver  restrikes  at  $2.00  each  with  the  mintage  figure  set  at  500  pieces.  The  firm 
then  purchased  500  regular  issue  1861-0  Half  Dollars  and  had  the  reverses  of  these  coins 
planed  off.  After  the  entire  run  of  restrikes  was  struck,  the  new  die  was  softened  and 
cancelled  so  that  no  more  pieces  could  be  struck.  It  has  been  stated  that  "no  more  than 
250"  were  sold  despite  clever  and  extensive  promotion  by  Scott.  Today,  examples  of  the 
1861  Confederate  Restrike  are  scarce  and  always  in  demand.  This  is  one  of  the  nicer  pieces 
we  have  seen  offered  in  some  time,  as  the  obverse  is  unusually  free  of  marks  and  shows 
considerable  lustre. 


1 759  1862.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  The  obverse  is  toned  in  a pleasing  speckled  iridescent  configura- 

tion, while  the  reverse  shows  even,  smoky  lilac  and  russet  shadings.  Both  sides  are  reflec- 
tive and  show  just  a few  trivial  hairlines.

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1 766  1880.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Splashes  of  electric  blue  and  deep  violet  toning  rests  atop  lilac

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1 781  1892.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  The  obverse  is  toned  in  deep  russet,  violet  and  jade  green  bands;

The  obverse  has  medium  toning  at  its  left,  while  the  right 
field  is  deeply  toned;  the  reverse  has  more  even  coloration  with  some  electric  blue  toning 
noted  at  the  border.  There  are  a few  tiny  obverse  marks  visible  under  magnification.  This 
is  a truly  flashy  coin  and  a most  exceptional  Barber  Half  Dollar. 
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1 787  1896.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  Sharply  struck,  frosty  and  superbly  toned.  The  obverse 

closely  resembles  the  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64  1893  Barber  Half  which  we  offered 
above,  except  that  the  reverse  on  this  coin  is  russet  at  its  center  and  it  changes  to  orange 
gold,  violet  and  turquoise  towards  the  rims.  This  is  a slightly  scarcer  date  with  a mintage 
figure  of  less  than  1,000,000  pieces.

1 789  1899-0.  Mint  State  63.  A typical  strike  for  the  date  with  the  centers  somewhat  soft.  The 

surfaces  are  satiny  with  pale  gray  green  and  lilac  toning  noted.  The  surfaces  are  clean 
enough  to  justify  a higher  grade.  This  is  quite  a scarce  date  in  Mint  State.  At  one  time, 
the  1899-0  Half  Dollar  commanded  a strong  premium  over  common  dates.  Today,  it  sells 
for  a very  small,  if  any,  premium.

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1 793  1905-0.  Mint  State  64.  A very  sharp  strike  for  the  date  which  lacks  the  blunt  appearance

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1 796  1914.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  A glowing  Brilliant  Proof  with  attractive  light  pastel  toning  on 

both  sides.  This  is  a coveted  date  as  Proof  due  to  it  low  mintage  of  only  380  coins;  no 
other  Barber  Half  Dollar  has  a smaller  Proof  emission.

is  shaded  in  a light  russet  hue,  while  its  periphery  changes  to  glittering  iridescence.  Both 
sides  are  reflective  and  totally  free  of  marks.  Only  450  pieces  were  struck,  giving  this 
issue  the  second  lowest  mintage  figure  of  all  Proof  Barber  Half  Dollars.  This  exquisite  ex- 
ample must  certainly  rate  as  one  of  the  nicest  survivors. 


1798  1915.  Mint  State  64.  Quite  well  struck  and  frosty  with  medium  golden  toning  which 

deepens  towards  the  rims.  The  surfaces  are  free  of  noticeable  or  detracting  marks.  With 
138,450  coins  struck,  this  date  trails  only  the  1914  for  honors  as  the  second  lowest  mint- 
age figure  amongst  Barber  Halves.

1 800  1916-D.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  A good  strike  for  the  date  with  a partial  thumb  and

This 
is  a nice  example  of  this  scarce  date;  1929-D.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  63.  A typical  strike 
for  the  date  with  the  obverse  center  flat.  Lustrous  with  light  toning,  two  reverse  scratch- 
es preclude  a higher  grade;  1933-S.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  An  exceptional  strike 
for  the  date  with  full  skirt  lines  and  a split  thumb.  Both  the  obverse  and  the  reverse  are 
very  deeply  toned.  Lot  of  4 coins. 
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1 803  1920-D.  PCGS  graded  Mint  State  64.  A typical  strike  for  the  date  with  the  obverse  center

40.  A very  sharply  struck  example  with  the  hair  showing  full  detail  and  the  eagle's  eye 
plainly  visible.  This  coin  appears  to  have  been  cleaned  years  ago,  but  it  has  naturally  retoned 
to  a light  golden  color.  This  is  an  above  average  example  for  this  variety;  the  typical  1796 
Bolender-4  Dollar  only  grades  Good  to  Fine. 
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1 812  1798.  15  Obverse  Stars.  Small  Eagle  Reverse.  Bolender-2.  Rarity-5.  Mint  State 

60  or  so.  As  usual,  the  obverse  is  much  sharper  than  the  reverse.  This  gives  the 
impression  of  wear  which  is  inaccurate,  as  the  surfaces  are  very  lustrous  and 
give  no  indication  of  rubbing  or  friction.  Both  sides  are  overlaid  with  rich  tan  gold 
toning;  the  obverse  shows  a number  of  adjustment  marks  at  its  center.  This  is 
one  of  the  Finest  Known  Bolender-2  Dollars.  We  are  aware  of  the  existence  of 
only  four  to  six  About  Uncirculated  examples  of  this  variety,  and  only  one  or  two 
fully  Mint  State  pieces.

1798.  Heraldic  Eagle  Reverse.  4 Reverse  Berries.  Bolender-8.  Rarity-1.  Perfect  dies;  early 
die  state  with  stars  9 through  12  all  bold.  About  Uncirculated  50.  An  exceptionally  sharp 
impression  for  the  variety  with  centers  fully  detailed.  The  surfaces  are  lustrous  and  light- 
ly marked.  Some  unusual  colorful  toning  of  an  unknown  origin  is  visible  on  the  obverse 
and  the  reverse.  This  is  a very  high  grade  example  of  a Heraldic  Reverse  Silver  Dollar.

1798.  Heraldic  Eagle  Reverse.  Wide  Date.  Bolender-15a.  Rarity-5.  Struck  after  the  dies 
were  polished  to  efface  clash  marks  with  stars  12  and  13  on  the  obverse  now  appearing 
very  small.  About  Uncirculated  50.  This  is  a beautiful  1798  Dollar.  Its  obverse  is  sharply 
struck  with  some  lustre  noted  below  pale  rose  toning;  the  reverse  was  struck  well  off- 
center  and,  as  a result,  the  tops  of  UNITED  are  barely  on  the  flan.  It,  too,  is  lustrous  and 
has  nice  light  rose  toning.  This  is  a very  rare  variety  in  any  grade;  most  pieces  offered 
as  "Bolender-15a,"  are  in  fact  late  die  states  of  Bolender-15. 


EXTREMELY  RARE  1836  GOBRECHT  DOLLAR 


1815  1836.  C.  GOBRECHT  F.  below  base.  Reverse  eagle  flying  left  amid  stars.  Plain 
Edge.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  An  exceptional  example  of  this  important  rarity.  The  dies 
are  aligned  in  the  same  direction  like  a medal,  with  the  reverse  eagle  flying  horizon- 
tally rather  than  upward.  Consequently,  this  is  deemed  a restrike,  probably  made 
during  1858  to  1860,  a time  when  the  1804  Silver  Dollar  and  other  delicacies 
were  clandestinely  made  at  the  Mint.  This  example  is  well  struck  with  full  hair 
and  facial  features  on  Liberty  with  excellent  semi-reflective  surfaces  containing 
very  few  scattered  hairlines.  Attractively  toned  with  mottled  shades  of  charcoal 
and  golden  sunset  highlights,  all  overlaid  with  a hint  of  iridescence  adding  fur- 
ther to  its  excellent  eye  appeal.  This  is  an  historically  important  issue,  since  it 
was  the  first  of  Christian  Gobrecht's  designed  Pattern  Dollars.  Apparently  only 
eighteen  initial  specimens  were  struck,  and  contemporary  feeling  at  the  time  was 
that  Gobrecht  was  quite  conceited  for  placing  his  name  so  prominently  on  the 
piece.  The  engraver's  feelings  were  hurt,  and  consequently,  he  removed  his  name 
from  between  the  date  and  the  base  of  Liberty  to  a more  inconspicuous  spot, 
hidden  on  the  base  of  Liberty.  This  specimen  is  one  of  about  two  or  three  dozen 
known.  A coin  that  is  seldom  offered  for  sale.  In  fact,  our  records  indicate  that 
there  has  been  but  one  auction  appearance  of  this  variety  in  the  past  fifteen  years. 
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1816  1836.  C.  GOBRECHT  F.  on  base.  Plain  Edge.  Dies  aligned  as  on  a coin  axis.  One  of  the 

original  1,000  pieces  struck  in  silver  in  December  of  1836  on  the  "old  standard"  of  416 
grains  of  .8924  Fine  silver.  Extremely  Fine  45.  Struck  as  a Proof,  as  were  all  examples 
of  this  issue  and  still  retaining  some  vestiges  of  the  original  reflective  surfaces  below  deep 
steel  gray  toning.  The  surfaces  are  lightly  marked  and  we  note  a few  unobtrusive  nicks 
on  the  obverse  wire  rim. 


RARE  1839  GOBRECHT  DOLLAR 


1817  1839.  Gobrecht.  Without  name  on  base.  Reeded  Edge.  Silver.  Dies  aligned  as  on  a medal 

axis  with  the  eagle  flying  level.  Mint  restrike  (ca.  1855-1860)  from  original  dies.  Impaired 
Proof  50+.  This  piece  has  seen  some  light  circulation,  but  its  surfaces  are  still  fully  reflective 
and  display  pleasing  light  color.  We  note  a small  reverse  rim  bump  at  12  o'clock  which 
hardly  detracts.

1818  1851.  Restrike.  Date  centered.  Reverse  of  1858-1859  Proofs.  Brilliant  Proof  63. 

One  of  the  initial  strikes  of  this  year,  as  evidenced  by  the  absence  of  knife  rims, 
as  is  often  found  on  the  later  strikes.  The  surfaces  are  unusually  reflective  and 
are  toned  to  a pale  russet  with  intervals  of  "speckled”  bluish  color.  There  are 
just  a few  small  hairlines  visible.  This  is  a lovely  example  of  this  major  rarity.  We 
estimate  that  only  two  dozen  or  so  pieces  exist,  and  only  a very  few  are  as  at- 
tractive as  this  specimen. 


1819  1853.  Mint  State  63.  Very  sharply  struck  with  subdued  frosty  mint  lustre  and  overlaid 

with  deep  violet  toning  below  a steel  gray  overtone.  There  are  some  light  parallel  stria- 
tions  as  struck,  on  both  the  obverse  and  the  reverse.  As  with  all  of  the  Seated  Liberty 
Dollars  in  the  1853-1857  date  run,  this  is  a very  scarce  and  underrated  coin  in  strict  Mint 
State  condition. 
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VERY  RARE  PROOF  1857  DOLLAR 


1 820  1857.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  A visually  stunning  Brilliant  Proof  example  which  has  a full  cameo 

appearance  due  to  the  contrast  between  the  untoned,  frosted  devices  and  the  reflective 
fields.  Both  the  obverse  and  the  reverse  display  attractive  smoky  gray  and  lilac  toning. 
We  note  a few  scattered  hairlines,  but  this  is  a most  attractive  piece  which  must,  at  the 
very  least,  be  considered  quite  choice  for  the  grade.  This  is  a rare  coin,  and  is  the  most 
difficult  of  the  various  silver  denominations  struck  in  1857  to  obtain.  We  estimate  that 
between  25  or  35  pieces  exist,  and  many  of  these  have  either  been  mishandled  or  harshly 
cleaned. 


1 821  1863.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  The  splendid  appearance  of  this  coin  belies  the  grade  which  we 

have  assigned  it.  There  is  a good  deal  of  contrast  noted  between  the  frosted  device  and 
the  reflective,  watery  surfaces;  all  is  overlaid  with  glowing  pale  rose  toning.  The  surfaces 
are  lightly  hairlined  and  we  note  two  tiny  lint  marks  in  the  left  obverse  field.  Only  460 
Proofs  were  struck,  and  this  date  is  always  popular  as  a No  Motto  type  coin.

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1 822  1863.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Unusual,  but  original,  deep  multicolor  sunset  toning  in  different 

patterns  is  visible  on  both  the  obverse  and  the  reverse.  Both  sides  are  reflective  and  show 
some  faint  hairlines  under  magnification.  This  popular  No  Motto  type  coin  has  a mintage 
figure  of  only  460  Proofs.

1864.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  An  absolutely  breathtaking  Gem  Proof  with  exquisite  iridescent 
pastel  toning.  The  obverse  and  reverse  exhibit  a blend  of  orange  gold,  sea  green,  electric 
blue  and  violet  splashed  below  a lilac  gray  overtone.  Both  sides  are  extremely  reflective 
and  entirely  undisturbed.  A mere  470  Proofs  were  struck,  and  only  a tiny  number  of  these 
can  rival  this  splendid  coin. 
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1 824  1866.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Highly  reflective  surfaces  are  exquisitely  toned  with  vibrant  pastel 

shadings  resting  below  a rich  gray  overtone.  This  coin  is  especially  noteworthy  for  its  strict 
originality,  as  well  as  its  very  clean  surfaces.  Only  725  Proofs  were  struck.  This  is  always 
a very  popular  issue,  as  it  is  the  first  With  Motto  Seated  Liberty  Dollar. 


1 825  1866.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  A superbly  toned  Seated  Liberty  Dollar  with  splashes  of  iridescence 

on  the  obverse  and  lovely  electric  blue,  gold  and  violet  color  on  the  reverse.  There  are 
some  very  fine  hairlines  on  the  obverse  which  are  practically  invisible  to  the  naked  eye. 
One  of  only  725  Proofs  struck  this  year,  and  popular  as  the  first  With  Motto  Seated  Liber- 
ty Dollar. 


SUPERIOR 
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1 826  1866.  PCGS  graded  Proof  63.  A choice,  strictly  original  example  with  medium  gray  ton- 

ing changing  to  gold  in  the  fields  and  deep  violet  at  the  obverse  periphery.  We  note  a 
lint  mark  on  the  reverse  just  after  the  second  A in  AMERICA.  This  is  a premium  coin  for 
the  grade;  if  every  "Proof  63"  looked  like  this,  far  more  people  would  collect  coins  which 
graded  as  such.  Only  725  Proofs  were  struck,  and  this  issue  is  very  popular  as  the  first 
With  Motto  Seated  Liberty  Dollar. 


1827 


1867.  Repunched  18.  Mint  State  60+.  Untoned  and  prooflike  with  the  devices  heavily 
frosted.  The  8th  through  10th  stars  are  flat,  while  the  rest  of  the  details  are  quite  sharp. 
The  surfaces  are  lightly  marked,  and  there  are  as  well,  some  lines  in  the  planchet  which 
were  probably  present  prior  to  striking.  This  is  a rare  and  underrated  date  in  Mint  State. 


1 828  1868.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  A breathtaking  Proof  Motto  Added  Seated  Liberty  Dollar 

which  is  especially  praiseworthy  for  its  superb  original  toning.  The  dusky  lilac  gray  obverse 
changes  to  fiery  gold,  violet  and  electric  blue  below;  a deep  gray  reverse  overtone  is  punc- 
tuated by  underlying  bursts  of  fiery  golden  violet.  Only  600  Proofs  were  struck,  giving 
this  date  along  with  the  1869  and  1873  the  lowest  Proof  mintages  of  all  dates  of  this  type. 
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1 829  1868.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  The  obverse  is  extremely  reflective  with  pale  smoky  toning;  the 

reverse  mellows  with  smoky  violet  and  fiery  golden  orange  undertones.  Both  sides  show 
partial  wire  rims  and  an  almost  total  absence  of  marks.  Only  600  Proofs  were  struck, 
and  many  of  the  survivors  are  found  either  partially  cleaned  or  impaired. 


1830  1872.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  Another  truly  stunning  Proof  Seated  Liberty  Dollar.  This 

piece  is  an  excellent  match  for  the  previously  offered  PCGS  graded  Proof  64  1868  Seated 
Liberty  Dollar,  and  it  is  very  probable  that  these  two  coins  remained  in  the  same  collec- 
tion for  many  years.  The  toning  on  this  example  is  as  described  for  the  1868,  except  that 
its  overall  hue  is  a bit  less  "dusky.”  An  exceptional  coin  for  the  date  or  type  collector 
and  one  of  only  950  pieces  struck. 


1831  1872.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  An  impressive  example  which  is  creamy  white  and  exhibits  strong 

cameo  contrast  between  the  frosted  devices  and  the  watery,  reflective  fields.  The  sur- 
faces show  the  faintest  hairlines  which  are  not  noticeable  to  the  naked  eye.  One  of  only 
950  Proofs  struck.

1873.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  An  exquisite  Brilliant  Proof  Seated  Liberty  Dollar.  On  this  coin, 
the  rich  lilac  gray  obverse  has  vivid  iridescent  undertones,  while  the  reverse  is  a bit  more 
subdued  with  lilac  gray  overtones  atop  scattered  areas  of  iridescence.  This  date  is  always 
popular,  as  it  is  the  last  issue  of  this  type.  Only  600  Proofs  were  struck.

1 833  1875.  Type  2 Reverse.  No  berry  below  claw.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  This  is  a wonderful  Proof 

Trade  Dollar  which  exhibits  strong  cameo  contrast  due  to  a heavily  frosted  obverse  device. 
Both  sides  are  mostly  untoned,  although  the  reverse  is  just  beginning  to  take  on  russet 
color.  The  surfaces  are  fully  reflective  and  brilliant  with  an  absence  of  hairlines  or  marks. 
Only  700  Proofs  were  struck.

Gem  Proof  with  lovely  original  toning.  Both  sides  are  partially  reflective  and  display  a burst 
of  fiery  iridescence  below  a rich  lilac  gray  overtone.  This  is  a much  scarcer  date  as  a Proof, 
than  even  its  mintage  of  only  600  coins  would  indicate,  and  the  majority  of  survivors  seem 
to  be  either  impaired  or  have  been  repeatedly  cleaned. 


RARE  GEM  BUSINESS  STRIKE  1875  TRADE  DOLLAR 


1 835  1875.  Type  2 Reverse.  No  berry  below  claw.  Mint  State  65.  Sharply  struck  with  excep- 

tional, shimmering,  satiny  surfaces  below  a touch  of  pale  rose  toning.  The  surfaces  are 
in  fact,  about  as  clean  as  one  could  hope  to  find  in  a coin  of  this  type.  This  is  a very  rare 
date  in  Mint  State  65,  trailing  only  the  1878-CC  for  the  position  as  the  rarest  Trade  Dollar 
in  this  grade.

Fully  struck  and  frosty  with  exquisite  natural  ton- 
ing. Both  the  obverse  and  the  reverse  show  lovely  lilac  gray  overtones  with  underlying 
splashes  of  gold  noted.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean  and  strictly  original.  This  is  a premium 
coin  for  the  grade,  and  it  is  as  well,  one  of  the  more  difficult  late  19th  Century  silver  type 
coins  to  locate  in  the  upper  Mint  State  grades. 


1 838  1880.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  "Speckled”  green,  lilac,  gold  and  sapphire  toning  is  visible  atop 

the  reflective  surfaces.  Some  very  well  concealed  microscopic  hairlines  are  located  in  the 
left  obverse  field.  A total  of  1,987  coins  were  struck  for  this  year,  all  as  Proof. 
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1 839  1880.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  A simply  beautiful  Proof  Trade  Dollar.  The  surfaces  are 

especially  reflective  and  exhibit  dazzling  natural  multicolor  toning.  The  obverse  shows 
a lilac  gray  center  which  is  framed  by  a burst  of  dazzling  iridescence;  the  reverse  is  a touch 
more  subdued  in  its  hue,  with  a lilac  gray  center  placed  amid  fiery  orange  gold,  violet 
and  electric  blue  peripheral  areas.  This  is  a coin  with  considerable  eye  appeal.  Only  1,987 
coins  struck  for  the  year,  all  as  Proof. 


1 840  1881.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  The  scintillating  toning  of  this  gem  makes  it  the  rival  of  any  Proof 

Trade  Dollar  we  have  seen.  The  obverse  is  a kaleidoscope  of  colors  and  configurations, 
featuring  the  reds,  blue,  greens  and  golds;  the  reverse  is  a palette  of  violets,  blue  and 
golds.  This  is  a premium  coin  which  would  generate  considerable  bidder  interest.  Popular 
Proof-only  year,  as  a mere  960  coins  were  struck.

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1841  1881.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  A simply  splendid  Gem  Proof  Trade  Dollar  with  lovely,  original 

toning  and  reflective,  undisturbed  surfaces.  The  obverse  is  a mixture  of  iridescent  hues 
atop  a rose  gray  overtone;  the  dusky  rose  gray  reverse  is  punctuated  by  bursts  of  violet 
and  electric  blue.  A total  of  960  coins  were  struck  the  year,  all  as  Proof. 


1 842  1882.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  A superb  coin,  about  which  a strong  argument  could  be 

made  for  calling  it  a full  "Proof  65."  Both  sides  are  heavily  reflective  and  have  splendid 
original  toning.  The  obverse  device  is  frosted  and  is  contrasted  by  multi-hued  iridescence 
at  the  periphery;  the  reverse  is  deeper  in  hue  with  a lilac  overtone  abetted  by  peripheral 
iridescence.  Both  sides  are  free  of  hairlines,  lint  marks,  etc.  Only  1,097  coins  were  struck, 
all  as  Proof. 
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1 843  1882.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  This  second  Proof  1882  Trade  Dollar  is  another  beautiful, 

premium  quality  coin.  Both  its  obverse  and  reverse  are  reflective  and  unmarked  with  rich 
smoky  gray  toning  which  changes  to  underlying  iridescence.  Only  1,097  coins  were  struck, 
all  as  Proofs.

1 844  1878,  7 Tail  Feathers.  Parallel  arrow  feathers.  Flat  breast  variety.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  An 

absolutely  superb  example  of  this  rare  and  underrated  variety.  The  strike  is  far  above  average 
with  full  hair  detail  above  Liberty's  ear.  The  surfaces  are  fully  reflective  with  pale  smoky 
gold  toning  on  both  the  obverse  and  the  reverse.  This  coin  is  a worthy  rival  of  our  Wayne 
Miller,  Lot  1367  example,  which  was  called  "equal  to  the  Finest  Known."

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1 845  1878,  8 Tail  Feathers.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  Wholly  untoned  and  exceptionally  reflective.  The 

surfaces  are  quite  clean  with  just  a few  faint  hairlines  barely  visible  on  the  obverse.  Full 
cameo  contrast  and  creamy  white  in  appearance.  Only  500  of  the  8 Tail  Feather  Proofs 
were  struck,  and  only  a tiny  fraction  of  that  amount  have  remained  in  their  original  state, 
free  from  handling  and  harsh  cleaning.

1879.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  A splendid  Brilliant  Proof  example  with  excellent  contrast.  The 
frosted  head  of  Liberty  is  framed  in  brilliance  with  a band  of  iridescent  toning  about  the 
periphery.  The  reverse  is  mostly  a dusky  charcoal  mixed  with  natural  iridescence.  The 
surfaces  are  free  from  noticeable  hairlines  or  other  discernible  marks.  Only  1,100  Proofs 
were  struck. 


1 847  1879-CC.  Perfect  mint  mark.  Mint  State  64.  A very  sharply  struck  example  which  ex- 

hibits dazzling  mint  frost.  The  surfaces  are  mostly  untoned,  although  there  are  some 
splashes  of  golden  iridescence  noted  at  the  peripheries.  This  is  an  especially  clean  exam- 
ple of  this  key  date  Morgan  Dollar.  Liberty's  cheek  is  very  frosty  and  clean  with  just  a 
few  light  marks  visible  in  the  fields.  This  is  a premium  1879-CC,  which  is  worthy  of  the 
finest  set.

1880.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  A very  attractive  Proof  Morgan  Dollar.  The  surfaces  are  reflec- 
tive and  undisturbed,  with  deep  smoky  iridescent  toning  in  different  configurations  on 
the  obverse  and  the  reverse.  This  is  a good  candidate  for  a high  quality  19th  Century  type 
set,  and  it  is  one  of  only  1,355  Proofs  struck. 


1 849  1880-S.  Mint  State  65-f.  Frosty  and  unmarked  with  sensational  violet,  blue  and  fiery  gold 

obverse  toning;  the  reverse  is  entirely  free  of  toning  and  is  icy  white.  This  coin  is  worth 
a substantial  premium,  due  both  to  its  quality  and  toning. 


1 850  1881.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  An  exquisite  Proof  example  with  superb  cameo  contrast  caused 

by  the  intense  mirror  surfaces;  all  is  overlaid  with  a faint  film  of  creamy  golden  toning. 
This  outstanding  specimen  is  among  the  finest  survivors  from  a mintage  of  just  975  Proofs.

A total  of  975  Proofs 
were  struck. 


1852  1881.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  A superbly  toned  Proof  Morgan  Dollar  which  displays  a 

kaleidoscope  of  lively  pastel  hues  atop  a silvery  gray  overtone.  A thin  vertical,  untoned 
area  on  the  bust  should  not  be  mistaken  for  a scratch.  A total  of  975  Proofs  were  struck. 


1 853  1882.  PCGS  graded  Proof  64.  A lightly  contrasted  Proof  with  mottled  sunset,  golden  and 

light  violet  toning  on  the  obverse  with  a beautiful  blending  of  violet  and  russet  iridescent 
tone  across  the  reverse.  A total  of  1,100  Proofs  struck  for  the  year. 
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1854  1883.  Brilliant  Proof  65.  A superb  dazzling  Gem  Proof  specimen  silvery  white  with  a hint 

of  tone  about  the  extreme  borders.  Excellent  cameo  contrast  and  completely  free  from 
the  hairlines  that  plague  so  many  Proof  Morgans.  Only  1,039  Proofs  were  struck. 


1 855  1883.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  Deep  gray  overtone  is  enlivened  by  underlying  flashes  of  gold, 

lilac  and  blue  as  the  coin  is  tilted  towards  the  light  source.  We  note  a mark  or  two  on 
the  cheek,  but  the  rest  of  the  coin  is  quite  clean.  Only  1,039  Proofs  were  struck  and  Breen 
notes  that  "some  of  the  surviving  Proofs  are  badly  cleaned,  many  are  nicked  or  scratch- 
ed. . ."

This  coin  was  previously  sold  as  Lot  1069  in  Mid- 
American Rare  Coin  Auctions',  1986  San  Diego  Sale,  and  it  was  described  there 
as  follows;  "Although  Miller  does  not  mention  the  existence  of  this  issue  in  Proof, 
at  least  two  examples  are  known.  The  physical  evidence  of  this  coin's  Proof  status 
is  quite  convincing.

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1 858  1885.  Brilliant  Proof  64.  The  obverse  is  a full  cameo  with  frosted  device  well  contrasted 

by  a band  of  orange  gold  toning  at  the  rims;  the  reverse  is  delicate  golden  in  color  which 
deepens  at  the  rims.  Only  930  Proofs  were  struck,  only  a tiny  fraction  have  remained 
as  choice  as  this  lovely  example.

Cer- 
tainly among  the  most  stunning  of  the  710  Proofs  struck,  few  of  which  remain  in  such 
original  condition  as  most  have  been  harshly  cleaned  or  dipped  over  the  years.

1873  1895-0  Prooflike.  Mint  State  65.  An  absolutely  awesome  coin!  When  viewed 
from  the  obverse  only,  without  turning  sides  to  view  the  mint  mark,  this  specimen 
resembles  a Proof  in  appearance.

Any  gold  piece  with  ANACS  "67/67"  certification  is,  needless  to  say,  quite  rare 
and  very  desirable.  Popular  low  mintage  date  as  a mere  3,000  were  struck  for  general  usage. 


1 900  1880.  Mint  State  65.  A magnificent  Gold  Dollar  which  is  fully  struck  and  semi-prooflike 

with  exceptional  lustre  and  eye  appeal.  The  surfaces  are  virtually  free  of  marks  and  they 
exhibit  a glowing  golden  orange  mint  bloom.

1 902  1796  No  Stars.  About  Uncirculated  50.  A well  struck  example  without  the  typical 
weakness  in  the  E in  LIBERTY.  The  centers  are  complete  with  the  hair  and  feathers 
showing  excellent  definition.  The  obverse  is  quite  clean  with  the  open  fields  show- 
ing the  lack  of  heavy  noticeable  marks  associated  with  this  design.  Struck  on 
an  excellent  planchet,  completely  free  from  the  adjustment  marks  that  seem  to 
plague  most  examples  of  this  date.  The  surfaces  exhibit  plenty  of  frosty  mint 
lustre,  enough  in  fact,  to  easily  justify  this  lofty  grade.  Struck  in  rich,  yellow 
delicate  golden  orange  overtones.  About  the  only  mark  worthy  of  note  is  a faint 
rim  bruise  on  the  reverse  at  1 o'clock.  This  is  an  exceptional  example  of  the  rarest 
and  most  coveted  of  all  the  early  United  States  gold  types.  This  is  a one  year 
type  coin  of  which  a mere  963  coins  were  struck.  We  estimate  that  no  more 
than  three  dozen  or  so  are  known  in  all  grades.  A very  important  coin  as  this 
is  the  classic  American  gold  type  coin.

1 903  1798  Five  Berry  Reverse.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  53.  A Condition  Census  ex- 

ample of  this  very  rare  and  extremely  underappreciated  variety.  The  strike  is  exceptional 
with  no  real  weakness  at  the  centers,  as  well  as  full  denticles  on  both  the  obverse  and 
the  reverse.  The  surfaces  are  mostly  prooflike  and  are  toned  in  a superb  orange  gold  hue. 
There  are  no  adjustment  marks;  a tiny  lint  mark  to  the  left  of  the  O in  OF  serves  as  iden- 
tification. According  to  Paul  Taglione's  excellent  new  book  on  Quarter  Eagles,  the  Condi- 
tion Census  for  this  issue  includes  two  Mint  State  coins,  two  About  Uncirculated  coins 
and  a number  of  Extremely  Fine  examples.  Thus,  according  to  his  diligent  research,  this 
specimen  could  well  rate  as  high  as  the  Third  Finest  Known  1798  Five  Berry  Reverse 
Quarter  Eagle.

The  surfaces 
are  quite  lustrous  and  very  clean  with  some  faint  clash  marks  visible  in  the  left  obverse 
fields,  all  is  overlaid  with  rich  green  gold  and  orange  toning.  There  are  no  adjustment  marks 
or  defects.  This  is  a simply  fantastic  coin  for  the  type  collector  and  it  is  a very  scarce 
variety  in  this  grade. 


1 905  1804,  14  Star  Reverse.  PCGS  graded  Extremely  Fine  45.  A reasonably  well  struck  exam- 

ple for  the  variety  with  sharp  centers,  but  some  weakness  in  the  left  obverse  and  the 
corresponding  reverse.  The  surfaces  retain  considerable  amounts  of  their  prooflike  reflec- 
tiveness and  exhibit  pleasing  greenish  gold,  with  coppery  orange  toning.  We  note  some 
small  marks  in  the  fields  and  some  fairly  heavy  adjustment  marks  on  the  reverse  edge. 
This  is  a pleasing  example  of  a very  scarce  coin;  the  total  mintage  for  both  varieties  of 
1804  Quarter  Eagles  is  only  3,327.

1805.  About  Uncirculated  50+.  Very  sharply  struck  with  boldly  detailed  centers  and  nearly 
all  of  the  denticles  plainly  visible.  The  surfaces  are  quite  lustrous  with  attractive  original 
greenish  gold  mint  color.  There  are  some  adjustment  marks  on  the  reverse  which  begin 
at  the  upper  edge  and  continue  downwards  into  the  top  of  the  shield.  What  little  wear 
this  coin  has  is  confined  to  the  highest  areas  of  the  portrait  and  its  extremely  clean  sur- 
faces are  indicative  of  the  fact  that  it  may  never  have  actually  entered  circulation.  A total 
of  1,781  1805  Quarter  Eagles  were  struck,  and  only  75  to  85  still  exist.  This  specimen 
is  far  above  average  and  would  make  a splendid  type  coin.

1 907  1806,  6 over  4.  PCGS  graded  About  Uncirculated  50.  As  is  typical  of  the  vast  majority 

of  examples  of  this  variety,  the  centers  are  quite  softly  struck.  This  splendid  coin  is  nearly 
fully  prooflike  and  it  is  toned  to  a glowing  light  green  gold.  Close  examination  reveals  some 
very  trivial  adjustment  marks  on  the  obverse,  but  these  are  quite  difficult  to  see  without 
the  aid  of  magnification.  The  surfaces  are  quite  clean  and  the  actual  amount  of  wear  noted 
is  very  minimal.  This  is  a rare  variety  in  any  grade.  Only  1,136  coins  were  struck  and  we 
estimate  that  no  more  than  40  to  50  pieces  in  all  grades  are  in  existence.

Very  sharply  struck  with  absolutely  every  hair  and  feather  detail  up  and  bold.  The  sur- 
faces are  lustrous  and  very  slightly  prooflike  with  lovely  greenish  golden  mint  color.  While 
there  is  little  actual  wear  visible,  there  are  numerous  abrasions  in  the  obverse  fields  which, 
no  doubt,  was  the  reason  why  this  coin  was  removed  from  a full  Mint  State  classifica- 
tion. A total  of  4,343  1825  Quarter  Eagles  were  struck,  of  which  approximately  100  ex- 
ist. A typical  specimen  only  grades  Extremely  Fine  or  so,  making  the  presently  offered 
specimen  far,  far  above  average  in  every  respect. 


1 909  1835.  Mint  State  60+.  The  strike  is  typical  for  the  date  with  the  hair  below  RTY  and  the 

corresponding  part  of  the  reverse  both  showing  some  shallowness.  The  surfaces  are  frosty 
and  somewhat  prooflike  with  rich  greenish  and  yellow  gold  mint  color.  The  obverse  is 
quite  choice;  the  reverse  exhibits  a rather  large  but  shallow  scratch  which  runs  through 
the  eagle's  left  leg  and  on  into  the  shield.

1836  Head  of  1835.  Mint  State  63.  A better  than  average  strike  with  some  characteristic 
softness  on  the  left  edge  of  the  shield.  The  satiny  mint  surfaces  are  intensely  lustrous.

1 91 1 1836  Head  of  1835.  Mint  State  60.  A typical  strike  for  the  date  with  the  centers  not 

sharply  defined.  The  surfaces  are  satiny  and  quite  lustrous  with  pale  orange  and  greenish 
mint  bloom  color.  There  are  some  interesting  bisecting  die  cracks  across  the  obverse.  This 
is  an  excellent  Classic  Head  Quarter  Eagle  for  the  type  collector.

1912  1848  "CAL.".  Possible  Brilliant  Proof  or  Presentation  Strike  60.  In  addition  to 
possessing  full  mirror  surface,  this  coin  has  the  diagnostic  die  file  marks,  as  stated 
by  Breen  in  his  Proof  encyclopedia;  which  slant  up  to  the  left  and  touch  base 
of  the  1 in  the  date.  Breen  also  states  that  three  Proofs  were  in  the  James  B. 
Longacre  Estate  and  adds  that  "probably  more  survive."  The  Red  Book  states 
that  "two  pieces  are  known  with  Proof  surface,"  and  a Proof  is  also  listed  in 
Akers'  book  on  Quarter  Eagles;  this  coin  was  sold  by  Stack's  in  their  1972  Delp 
Sale,  and  was  also  in  the  Miles,  Pierce  and  Kern  Collections.  When  we  sold  a 
"specimen  strike"  1848  CAL.  Quarter  Eagle  as  Lot  923  in  our  session  of  Auc- 
tion '85,  we  stated  the  following:".  . . it  is  our  opinion  . . . that  they  are  not  real- 
ly Proofs  but  rather  "first  strike"  Proof-like  Uncirculated  specimens  that  were 
undoubtedly  given  as  presentation  pieces  as  the  planchets  show  careful  prepara- 
tion, but  not  in  the  painstaking  manner  of  true  Proofs,  such  as  the  regular  1848 
Philadelphia  Mint  issue."  This  specific  coin  shows  some  marks  on  its  surfaces 
and  can  be  readily  identified  by  a scrape  below  the  9th  star.  The  final  determina- 
tion on  whether  or  not  this  coin  is  a Proof  is  ultimately  the  decision  of  the  win- 
ning bidder. 


WONDERFUL  1848  "CAL.”  QUARTER  EAGLE 


1 913  1848  CAL.  About  Uncirculated  55.  This  is  a gorgeous  example  of  what  is  probably  the 

most  famous  and  coveted  of  all  United  States  Quarter  Eagles.  Its  strike  is  very  sharp  with 
all  of  the  central  hair  and  feather  details  up  and  bold.  The  surfaces  are  mostly  prooflike 
and  are  blanketed  by  superb  orange  gold  and  coppery  toning.  There  are  no  readily  visible 
marks  and  nearly  everyone  who  has  the  privilege  to  view  this  coin  in  person  will  agree 
that  it  has  tremendous  eye  appeal.  Only  1,389  examples  were  struck.  A classic  American 
rarity  coveted  by  not  only  date  collectors,  but  by  commemorative  enthusiasts,  territorial 
specialists  and  connoisseurs  of  Americana.

1915  1895.  Brilliant  Proof  63.  A stunning  cameo  Proof  specimen  exhibiting  deep  golden  orange 

Proof  color  throughout.  A few  tiny  contact  marks  appear  in  the  right  obverse  field  be- 
tween Liberty's  neck  and  the  12th  star.  This  is  the  only  imperfection  worthy  of  mention. 
Only  119  struck  for  this  low  mintage. 


1916  1896.  Mint  State  65.  Very  sharply  struck  with  splendid  frosty  mint  surfaces.  What  makes 

this  a premium  coin  is  its  amazing  natural  pink  and  orange  gold  mint  bloom  color.  In  addi- 
tion, it  is  virtually  free  of  marks.  This  is  certainly  one  of  the  finer  known  examples  for 
the  date  and  it  is,  as  well,  an  absolutely  superb  coin  for  the  gold  type  collector.

1 922  1910.  Mint  State  63.  Very  sharply  struck  in  deep  yellow  gold.  The  surfaces  are  intensely 

lustrous.  An  ideal  Indian  Quarter  Eagle  for  a high  grade  type  set. 


1 923  1911-D.  Mint  State  63.  An  absolutely  first-rate  example  of  the  key  to  the  Indian  Head 

Quarter  Eagle  series.  The  strike  is  very  sharp  and  the  bold  mint  mark  and  the  diagnostic 
wire  edge  from  1 o'clock  to  5 o'clock  is  plainly  visible.

This  example  will  make  some  fortunate  collec- 
tor a very  high  quality  type  coin.

mint  bloom  color.  Both  the  obverse  and  the  reverse  are  free  of  any  detracting  marks.  A 
pleasing  coin  for  the  type  collector.

There 
are  a few  "drift"  spots  in  the  reverse  rims,  as  well  as  to  the  left  of  the  D in  DOLLARS. 
This  was  a result  of  some  tar  or  oil  adhering  to  the  dies  during  striking.  These  are  not 
detracting  and  are  mainly  mentioned  for  the  sake  of  accuracy.  Only  1,000  business  strikes 
were  produced,  giving  the  1880  the  eighth  lowest  mintage  figure  in  a series  which  is  replete 
with  ultra-low  mintages. 


1 930  1887.  Mint  State  63.  Satiny  and  very  slightly  prooflike  with  attractive  natural  greenish 

and  light  orange  gold  mint  color.  The  surfaces  are  choice  for  the  grade.  We  note  a few 
scattered  rim  marks  none  of  which  readily  detract.  Only  6,000  business  strikes  were  coined.

1 933  1806  Pointed  6;  Stars  arranged  8 and  5.  Small  reverse  break  over  the  second  S in  STATES. 

PCGS  graded  Mint  State  61.  A slightly  soft  strike  at  the  centers  but  still  far  above  average, 
in  terms  of  sharpness,  for  the  variety.  The  surfaces  are  extremely  lustrous  and  have  toned 
to  a superb  orange  gold  hue.  There  are  some  very  light  adjustment  marks  on  the  eagle's 
head,  but  this  is  still  a remarkably  clean  specimen.  We  feel  that  this  variety  is  exceedingly 
undervalued  in  Mint  State.  Only  9,676  pieces  were  struck  and  it  is  doubtful  if  more  than 
10  or  so  strictly  uncirculated  examples  exists.

The  obverse  is  quite  clean  although  there  are  some  trivial  rim  adjustment  marks  from  2 
o'clock  to  6 o'clock;  the  reverse  is  absolutely  exceptional  and  it  is  entirely  undisturbed 
with  rich,  satiny  lustre  and  excellent  color.

(The  date  of  the  1875-CC  is 
distinctly  different,  as  it  is  centered  and  does  not  slope  right.)  Very  Good,  evenly 
worn,  no  defects,  just  honest  wear.  Some  faint  prooflike  surfaces  in  the  devices. 
The  cataloguer  believes  that  David  Akers'  comments  are  particularly  instructive, 
'the  1875  has  the  lowest  mintage  of  any  regular  issue  U.S.  gold  coin.  The 
minuscule  100  pieces  were  struck  for  commercial  usage  and  20  Proofs.  This  date 
is  by  far  the  rarest  Liberty  Head  Eagle,  particularly  as  a business  strike,  and  no 
more  than  five  to  six  business  strikes  (including  two  of  horrendously  low  quali- 
ty) are  known  along  with  perhaps  seven  to  eight  proofs.  Not  surprisingly,  the 
1875  had  fewer  auction  appearances  in  this  369  catalogue  survey  than  any  other 
Ten  Dollar  issue  and,  in  my  opinion,  this  date  ranks  with  the  rarest  and  most 
desirable  coins  of  ANY  U.S.  gold  coin  series.'  As  a final  note  on  the  few  business 
strikes  known,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  none  are  of  high  quality.  Extremely 
Fine  is  the  highest  grade  known  and  nothing  in  About  Uncirculated  or  Uncirculated 
has  ever  appeared  on  the  numismatic  market,  or  even  been  rumored  to  exist."

We  have  seen  this  on  Five  Dollar 
Indian  gold  coins,  but  never  on  an  Indian  Eagle.  The  reverse  has  some  miscellaneous  scat- 
tered scratches  on  the  eagle.

This  gem 
exhibits  deep  golden  orange  mint  color  throughout.  Needle-sharp  with  full  wire 
rims  on  both  sides  and  is  free  of  marks  and  shiny  spots.

"A  complete  set  of  4,  as  issued  to  commemorate  the  100th  anniversary  of  the  first 
organized  migration  of  Norwegians  from  their  native  land  to  the  United  State  (1825-1925). 
The  Norse-American  Centennial  Commission  was  formed  by  interested  Norwegian- 
Americans  for  festivities  held  at  the  Minnesota  State  Fair  held  in  St.  Paul,  Minnesota  on 
June  6-9,  1925.  The  gala  was  highlighted  by  the  presence  of  President  Coolidge,  who 
proclaimed  that  the  Norseman,  Leif  Erickson  actually  "founded"  America.  Eager  to  pro- 
mote the  cause  Congressman  O.  J.  Kavle,  a member  of  the  U.S.  House  of  Representatives 
from  Minnesota,  and  Senator  Peter  Norbeck,  of  South  Dakota,  sponsored  a public  bill  which 
was  approved  by  Congress  on  March  2,  1925,  enabling  the  U.S.  Mint  in  Philadelphia  to 
mint  them  immediately  in  preparation  for  the  festivities  in  St.  Paul. 

"The  four  varieties  of  medals  minted  were  as  follows:  33,750  thick  medals,  .87  inches 
thick  and  90%  silver,  the  Norse-American  so-called  "Commemorative  Half";  6,000  thin 
medals,  .065  inches  thick  and  90%  silver,  the  so-called  Commemorative  Half  Dollar  and 
a 3 inch  thick  bronze  medal  was  minted  at  the  request  of  Congressman  Kavle,  who  wanted 
to  thank  members  of  Congress  for  having  passed  the  act  allowing  the  minting  of  the  so- 
called  coins.  And,  100  gold  medals,  23.20  grains  of  90%  fine  gold.  All  four  medals  are 
tastefully  mounted  into  a custom  white  plastic  holder.”

2000  Previously  sold  as  Lot  927  in  Bowers  & Ruddy's  Garrett  II  Sale  in  March  1980 
and  accurately  described  there  as  follows:  "(1849)  Moffat  Company.  Undated 
$16.00  gold  ingot.  436.5  grains.  Choice  Very  Fine  30  if  not  finer  (it  would  be 
virtually  impossible  to  establish  grading  standards  for  ingots  or  bars,  so  by 
numismatic  standards  the  bar  is  at  least  Very  Fine  and  may  be  even  be  Extreme- 
ly Fine  or  better).  Moffat  & Co.  issued  numerous  bars  of  the  $16.00  denomina- 
tion, as  this  being  the  value  in  commerce  of  one  ounce  of  gold  at  the  time.  Thus, 
an  ingot  or  bar  of  this  type  formed  a convenient  medium  of  exchange.  The  front 
of  the  bar  is  impressed  by  a prepared  punch  with  a vertically  ribbed  background. 
At  the  top  is  the  inscription  MOFFAT  & Co.  below,  the  prepared  punch  originally 
consisted  of  a raised  dollar  sign($)  with  a blank  ribbed  background  (otherwise 
blank  until  the  value  was  added).  On  this  particular  ingot,  the  valuation  16.00 
was  punched  in  after  the  dollar  sign  and  in  the  center  between  the  two  prepared 
punches  the  fineness,  20%  Carat  was  added.  The  sides  and  reverse  are  blank. 
The  left  side  of  the  bar  bears  a circular  raised  mark  of  unknown  origin.  Perhaps 
is  was  a "stem"  used  when  the  ingot  was  originally  cast.  Unlike  the  ingots  of 
Kohler,  the  Moffat  ingots  appparently  were  stamped  right  after  casting,  rather 
than  being  "dressed"  on  the  surfaces  with  a hammer.  A superb  piece  of  Gold 
Rush  Americana!"
